Lincoln contained in the February issue of the 
Century bears fresh proof of the wonderful pa- 
tience, calmness, and clearheadedness of the 
great ‘yet simple War President, as demon- 
strated by his management of the well-known 
Seward episode. The presentation of the 
full correspondence for the first time throws 


Mr. Lincoln and his Secretary of State in the 
early period of the war, which at that time 
caused the patriotic people of the country 
many apprehensions, and for a time nearly 
resulted in bringing about a serious dissen- 
sion in the Cabinet. It will be remembered 
that in April, 1861, and prior to that time 
Mr. Seward had taken the position 
that the war would be a 0»baga- 
telle, and in his communications with our 
J foreign Ministers had stated definitly that it 
would not last longer than sixty or ninety 
days, and that subsequently he explained its 
prolongation by attributing it to the unrea- 
sonableness of the Northern apti-slavery 
men on the one hand and the Southern 
Secessionists on the other. It will also be 
remembered that these official instructions 
aroused such an indignation among the Re- 
publican members of Congress that a de- 
termined effort was made to oust him from 
the Cabinet—a crisis which was averted by 
the calm wisdom of Mr. Lincoln, aided by the 
resolute resistance of Secretary Chase. It 
may also be remembered that from that time 
onward no one was better aware of the fact 
that Mr. Lincoln was President than Mr. 
Seward himseif. 

The publication of the complete corre- 
spondence now for the first time sets this 
episode forth in an intelligible light. The 
ist of April, 1861, Mr. Seward, evidently 
fancying that Mr. Lincoln was inexperienced 
and would be thankful to have him make a 
policy for him, wrote to him in effect that, 
inasmuch as @ month had now elapsed and 
the Administration had no policy, he would 
suggest a few things which should be done 
atonce; among them the abandonment of the 
slavery issue and the substitution of a Union 
issue, the demand for an immediate explana- 
tion from France and Spain of their un- 
friendly conduct and a declaration of 
war if the explanation were not. satis- 
factory, and lastly that the Fresident 
himself or some member of his Cabinet should be 
intrusted with the vigorous prosecution of 
this policy—which was tantamount to a per- 
sonal and altogether superfluous offer to re- 
lieve Mr. Lincoln of the duty by assuming it 
himself. When it came to a matter of duty, 
however, Mr. Lincoln always saw his way 
clearly. Whatever other weaknesses he had, 
he never hesitated on the line of duty, but

THE POPE AND AMERICAN LATIN. 

A curious statement has been cabled in re- 
gard to the presentation of the President’s 
fubilee giftto the Pope. It is that the ad- 
dress in Latin was read by one of the Ameri- 
can pilgrims and was not understood by the 
Pontiff; that it entreated him to bless “ the 
wise and maniy President of the United 
States.“ and conveyed to him the assurance 
of the “veneration of the President.“ It is 
added that a majority of the so-called pil- 
grims were Protestants, and that they as- 
sumed to speak not only for the President, 
but for the American people. The question 
is pertinently asked, Who empowered them 
to do so? 

The affair was doubtless managed in Rome 
to secure for a number of Americans there a 
chance to see the Pope and the unprecedent- 
ed display of jubilee gitts. The right to 
speak for the American people was a rather 
unwarranted assumption, whatever propriety 
there may have been in their assuring the 
Pope that President Cleveland venerates 
him. But trivial and foolish as the affair 
seems to have been, it is to be regretted that 
at least some one was not found who could 
read Latin as she is wrote. The fact that the 
Pope did not understand the address on ac- 
count of the pronunciation confirms the hint 
that a majority of the “pilgrims” were 
Protestant and that it was “arranged” for 
the gratification of their not unnatural curi- 
osity. For the English pronunciation of 
Latin has never been admitted into the 
seminaries and colleges under Catholic con- 
trol, and has been peculiar to institutions of 
English origin or English pattern. 

The diversity of the pronunciation of Latin 
and Greek is one of the humerous proofs of 
the undue value given to them in education. 
In medieval schools there was little else to 
learn than the literature, philosophy, and 
history to be had in the classics. The be- 
quest of Greece and Rome to the human 
mind was well worthy the study of geuera-

iz OGREMATION IDEA. 

Chicago, determined to be abreast with the 
other progressive cities of the world, is to 
have a society for the encouragement of 
cremation. It is to be organized tomorrow 
at one of the city hotels, and, as ladies are to 
be admitted, the membership, it is presumed, 
will be large from the start. There have 
been several attempts to organize a crema- 
tion company, but the people here are not yet 
prepared for that, The principal aim of the 
proposed society. will be to cultivate a pub- 


lic opinion in favor of incineration of the 


dead. This is the plan that has beer followed 
in other places and which has met with only 
a moderate degree of success. In America 
the cremation movement has made little 
progress. There is a crematory at Buffalo, 
and isolated cases of cremation have been 
reported in various places from time to time 
in the newspapers, the most notable be- 
ing that of Dr. Le Moyne at Washington, 
Pa., where a furnace is yet. Operated occa- 
sionally. 

In England and on the Contihent of Eu- 
rope the cremation movement has made 
progress which seems to be satisfactory to 
its promoters. Like many other reform 
movements, it had its origin in: Italy, where 
pamphlets commending the method of in- 
cineration appeared in 1866. Three years 
later experiments were made with open fur- 
naces out of doors, and in 1878 Prof. Gorini 
of Lodi exhibited a model closed cremating 
furnace at the great Vienna Exhibition. 
This model bas been since generally followed 
in England and the Continent of Europe. 
The first public cremation was at Dresden in 
1874, when the subject was. an English lady, 
who made a request that her body should be 
thus disposed of. In 1876 a Cremation Socie- 
ty was formed at Milan, and from that time 
to the end of December 568 bodies were cre- 
mated under its supervision. Furnaces have 
also been put up at Lodi, Cremona, Bresica, 
Padua, and at Rome, The records show 
that in all Italy, up to the end of 1886, 787 
bodies had been cremated. This number was 
considerably increased at the end of last 
year, as the process is undoubtedly growing 
in favor. 

Although the only place in Germany where 
furnaces have been publicly erected is Gotha, 
the official statistics show that 478 persons 
had been cremated in that country up to the 
lst of September. Cremation has been prac- 
ticed and societies formed in Belgium, 
Switzerland, Holland, and Dénmark. In 
Paris a crematory has been erected under 
the direction of the Municipal Council, and 
in London a cremation society under the 
Presidency of Sir Henry Thomson has been 
established with the approva of such eminent 
men of science as Dr. Lyon Playfair, Dr. 
Cameron, and Dr. Farquharson, well-known 
Scotch members of Parliament, Justice 
Stephens rendered a judgment in 1884 declar- 
ing that “cremation is a legal procedure 
provided that ‘it be effected without 
nuisance to others.” Up to that time 
the English society had to contend 
with the hostility of the officers of the law 
and of the ecclesiastical authorities who 
have control of the cemetries. Since then 
satisfactory progress has been made and Sir 
Henry Thomson and his fellow-cremationists 
look forward to the time when not only will 
cremation be universal, but the remains of 
dead bodies will be removed from cemetries 
where they now repose, and which, instead 
of being storing places for decaying 
bodies,” may be converted into public parks 
and ornamental for the recreation 
of the people.

seem addicted to the peculiarity of maintain- 
ing ostensible matrimonial relations with 
women and then throwing them off whenever 
it suits them. In the original suit the verdict 
awarded Sarah one-half his fortune of $5,000,- 
000, with counsel fees of $55,000 and alimony 
of $250 a month, the jury evidently believing 
that the marriage contract offered in evi- 
dence by the plaintiff was not a forgery, as 
Sharon contended, though a legion of wit- 
nesses did the tallest kind of swear- 
ing on both sides. The heirs of 
the Senator have carried the case up to the 
Supreme Court, which has made a majority 
decision to the effect that the contract was 
valid and that it holds good though its obli- 
gations were carried outin secret. It only 
disturbs the verdict by déciaring that Sarah 
is not entitled to counsel fees and reducing 
the alimony to $150 per month, which the 
court apparently believes is sufficient since 
she has half the fortune and has married 
Judge Terry, one of the counsel who de- 
fended her, and who, it is stated, has been 
very successful in taming and dominating 
his fighting spouse. Whether the contract 
was forged or not is still an open ques- 
tion. Three of the seven members of the 
Supreme Court believe it was, but whether 
it was or not makes little difference. It is 
clear that living in secret with a woman in 
California will hereafter be a dangerous busi- 
ness for millionaires of the Sharon and 
Lucky Baldwin kind, for at any moment 
they may be liable to turn up as wives or 
widows and establish their claims. Of course 
this will open up very tempting avenues for 
personal profit to female adventurers, and 
the millionaires with all their wealth and the 
power and influence it brings will not be 
able to escape, except by keeping out of such 
secret, irregular, and underhand alliances 
altogether. Asa matter of equity, it is pre- 
posterous that women of this class should 
be allowed to make such enormously 
profitabie investments in sickly or unprin- 
cipled milhonaires; but, unfortunately for 
the latter, the public has not much sympathy 
with them and cares little what becomes of 
their wealth so long as innocent heirs are not 
left destitute, which was not the case with 
Sharon’s. The millionaires have one way of 
escape open to them—by remaining faithful 
to their own wives or marrying some good 
woman and making her happy. If they are 
bent, however, on straying into forbidden 
pastures there will be no sympathy for them 
when they stumble into the pitfalis, particu- 
larly when, as in Sharon’s case, they know 
the disposition of those who set the snares. 


PROF. SULLIVAN AS A LETTER-WRITER.

They Get into Cahn & Wampold’s Vault— 
The. Losses. 

The most successful burglary of the season 

was perpetrated Friday night, Cahn, Wam- 


‘pola & Co., the wholesale woolen-goods 


dealers at Nos. 204 to 210 Monroe street, be- 
ing the principal victims. Friday evening 
the vault in the office and the Herring safe 
inside the vault were locked as usual, inclos- 
ing about $5,500 in cash and negotiable bonds, 


$60,000 in notes, mortgages, and other securi- 
ties, and about $1,500 worth of jewelry. Sat- 
urday morning the porter arrived at the 
store and found a side window on the first 
floor broken open, while the iron door of the 
vault. stood ajar and the office floor was 
strewn with notes, mo and other 
papers. Just beside the combination lock in 
the outer door a half-inch hole had been 
bored through the chilled steel, and through 
this hole the lock had been picked with a 
bent wire. The door of the safe had been 
treated in the same way by the robbers. 
A diamond pin belonging to Mr. Joseph Cahn, 
and valued at was pocketed. Jewelry 
belonging to Mr. Wampold, and valued at 
$500, was laid to one side and subsequently 
forgotten. The papers in the safe were care- 
fully sorted over, and those of a negotiable 
character were taken, while the others. were 
thrown.on the floor.

Haines was 
upon to preside, and in a a few weil-turned 
but characteristically modest phrases he ex- 
plained that the purpose of the meeting was 
to thank the Mayor and Aldermen for their 
action in fighting the railroad.

It 
simply, in the absence of a license and in 
local option counties, oannot be manufactured, 
sold, or given away. Therefore, the clubs 
can use all the liquor they desire, and the 
members can make their own provisions for 
meeting. the expense. Should a man dro 
into one of these clubs and call for a drin 
he would be informed that no liquors are 
sold, but all he has todo is to join the club on 
the spot. It costs him nothing, and he is at 
once entitled to all the privileges of the club- 
house. The imbiber is not buying liquor, 
but — contributing to the current ex- 
penses of the club of which he is a member 
and consuming that which already belongs 
to him. There is nothing to prevent a man 
from belonging to a dozen clubs in the same 
city. Na license is taken out, for none is 
necessary, and the Local-Option law has not 
been contravened.

There will be built during the present year 
twenty new furnaces in s State with an 
average output of 2,000 tons a day, or 700,000 
tons perannum. This, added to the output 
of the old furnaces, will run the annual out- 
put in 1889 up to about a million tons. Some 
of the twenty new furnaces mentioned will 
go in blast early in the spring, others still 
later on in the year, and hence 
the increased output for the present 
year can only be guessed at. How. 
ever, it is safe to say that the total 
output for 1888 will be close on to a half mill- 
ion tons. Last year ali the Northern fur- 
naces fired up, and there was a larger in- 
creased production than for several years 
past. Pennsylvania, last year, turned out 
3,684,618 tons, and Ohio—they are the two 
largest iron-producing States in the Union— 
975,589 tons. Next year, with all the fur- 
nacesin the State in blast, Alabama will 
contest with Ohio for the second place in the 
list of iron-producing States. 

In one year more, next to cotton, pig-iron 
will be the most valuable of all the products 
of the State. The cotton crop is worth about 
$25,000,000 per annum, the corn crop about 
$10,000,000, and in 1889 the pig-iron output 
will be 3 $15,000,000. In the mean- 
ume the in output ot the coal and ore 
mines will swell the value of these products 
to at least $5,000,000, and before we see the 
end of another twenty-four months the value 
of Alabama’s mineral products will be fully 
as great as that of her cotton crop.

The Great Home-Rule Meeting at Leinster

Dusty, Feb. 8.—I have never beheld such 
a meeting as that at Leinster Hall last night.

BURNING A COLLEGE BUILDING, 


The Racine Gymnasium, Laboratory, end 
Art Studio Completely Destroyed. 
Racing, Wis., Feb. 4.—[Special}—The 
night of Feb. 4, 1875, Taylor Hali, one of the 
largest builaings belonging to Racine Col- 
lege, was totally destroyed by fire. Tonight 
the building of that institution containing 
the gymnasium, laboratory, and art studio is 
a thing of the irretrievable past, fire having 
completely destroyed it. Some time between 
the hours of 8 and 9 o’clock tonight a sérvant 
of the Warden of the college, Dr. Gray, dis- 
covered fire in the laboratory, located in the 
north wing of the building. He gave an 
m and the students and others 
of the institution quickly respo 
The dense smoke issuing from the laboratory 
and the possibility of a chemical Of 
discouraged attempt to enter the ground 
floor; 80 a er was procured and an at- 
tempt was made to enter the art studio in 
the story directly above the laboratory. The 
ladder broke, and as the water from dhe ar- 
tesian well was of insufficient pressure to 
reach the second story all hope of squelching 
the blaze in its infancy was abandoned. In 
the meantime an alarm had been turned in to 
the City Fire Department. They responded 
as quickly as the run of over one 
mile and a half would allow. By this time 
the flames had spread with wonderful rapid- 
ity and before a stream could be procured 
from the city’s hydrants, some four squares 
distant, it was plainiy demonstrated that the 
flames would ultimately succeed in accom- 
plishing the ruin of the whole building and 
contents. Such proved to be the case and 
absolutely nothing was saved, except two 
pair of balance sc The loss upon the 
building, which was erected in 1875, is about 
$7,000. The loss to the Coli

PROHIBITION IN IOWA. 


The Woman’s Christian Temperance Union 
Advocating a New Law. 

Des Moixxs, Ia., Feb. 4.—Judge Henderson, 
Mrs. Woods, Mrs. Aldrich, and other prom- 
inent Prohibition workers have appeared be- 
fore the Committee for Suppression of In- 
temperance to set before them another bill 
relating to the sale of intoxicating liquors.

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A MORAL MONSTROSITY. 


ANALYSIS OF THE CHARACTER OF THE 


. LATE GEORGE GRAHAM. 


His Hanging by a Missouri Mob the Fitting 


End of a Career Which Had No Equal 
He Was a Queer Compound of Hon- 
esty, Knavery, Bravery, and Cowardice 
-A Record of Statute-Breaking Which 
Challenges All Comers— Masher Among 
Women. 

Fort Warns, Ind., Feb. 4. —[Special.]— 
The triai and acquittal of Cora Lee at Spring- 
fiela, Mo., for complicity in the murder of Sa- 
rah Graham have excited a good deal of inter- 
est in this city, where the victim and her mur- 
) were born and raised. 
The acquittal of Cora Lee was generally an- 

the popular impression being that 
she was not directly mplicated in the crime, 
The trial has revived recollections of the 
career of Graham, whivh in -many of its as- 
pects was unique. The full story of his 
life has never been related in print, and it 
seems to be worth the telling if for nothing 
else than the view it affords of a character 
that has had few, if any, counterparts in the 
annals of crime. 

Graham was a queer compound of shrewd- 
ness, cunning, cruelty, treachery, vanity, 
cowardice, and nerve. Fuil of iniquity, fer- 
tile in expedients, bold in his methods, with 
an insatiable thirst for notoriety and 
a morbid fancy for ways that are 
dark and tricks that are vain, it was 
a vexed question among those who had fol- 
lowed his tortuous career from its inception 
whether or no he was morally responsible. 
A jury once decided that he was not, acquit- 
ting him of the charge of horse-stealing on 
the ground of insanity. Within a week an 
inquest held upon him by a commission of 
experts resulted ina finding that he was sane. 
It was the latter view that Graham 
himself always  maintained—except in 
great emergencies—and nothing in his 
entire career was more refresh- 
ingly and  characteristically audacious 
than the caustic attack upon the jury that 
had pronounced him insane, printed in a 


local newspaper under his own signature, 
written forty-eight hours after the rendition 
of the verdict. In this letter Grenham re- 
cited with much fullness of detail the his- 
tory of his life, dwelt with especial pride and 
enthusiasm upon its blackest — and 
after 3 th great ity, the 
story of the crime of which he had just been

As to the 
jury that has t affixed the stigma of insanity 
the writer, I think the public verdict will be 
that its members are more fitting subjects for an 
inquest of lunacy than he. 

As may well be imagined, this piece of 
bravado made the hapless jurors the butt of 
popular ridicule for some time. Some of 
them maintained, with a degree of plausibili- 
ty, that the letter itself was the strongest 
evidence of Graham’s insanity. No man in 
his senses would, they insisted, have been 
capable of such a performance with half a 
dozen indictments still hanging over his head ; 


and as a means of vindicating themselves 


they caused him to be — 2 as an m- 
sane person. The ane gan owever, as stated 
resulted in his discharge from custody, and 

raham was hearty in his self-congratula- 
tions upon the judicial determination that, 
while he was not sane enough to be sent to 
the penitentiary, he was too sane to be com- 
mitted to an asylum. 

He was at this time only about 22 or 23 
years old, but was already a familiar figure in 
the dock of the magistrates’ and criminal 
courts. Repeatedly arraigned on various 
charges, he had uniformly escaped convic- 
tion, save in one or two cases of trifling mis- 
d owing usaally to a failure of 
proof. He was remarkably clever m cover- 
ing his tracks, and the success of his youth- 
ful essays. in heodwinking justice embol- 
dened him toe in bolder and more sen- 
sational criminal enterprises. According to 
his own statement, he was wearied with the 
monotony of commonplace lawbreaking and 
ambitious to do something which should lift 
him out of the category of ordinary crimi- 
nals and exhibit him to the profession and 
the world at large as a person of originality 
and resources. It was not plunder, nor 
blood, nor revenge, nor illcit gratification 
that he craved, but the notoriety that was to 
be ed by a successful contest of wits 
with policemen, prosecutors, and mazgis- 
trates. He prided himself upon his cunnin 
and shrewdness, and was wont to boast th 
with these weapons he could circumvent 
the smartest policeman or detective that 
ever lived. He had read a little law 
0 n * he boasted, to know how to 
btea it.“ He had the criminal statutes, 
both State and Federal, at his tongue’s end, 
and had famila himself with the 
judicial constructions that had been 
upon them. Indeed, at this period of his life 
he advertised himself as an attorney-at-law, 
and made occasional appearances at magis- 
trates’ courts in the capacity of counsel for 
misdemeanants, whose discharge he tre- 
quently effected. 

It was while engaged in his legal studies 
and ce that Graham uired that 
knowledge of judicial forms processes 
which sugges many of his schemes of 
deviltry and enabled him to carry them out 
successfully. A case in point is afforded by 
the series of exploits which led to his mem- 
orable trial for horse-stealing, already men- 
tioned. One bright spring morning about 
sixteen years ago he started into the country, 
bent on mischief.

In his pocket was a batch of warrants he 
had purloined from the office of the United 
States Commissioner. Under the seat of his 
bu were half a dozen of handcuffs 
he had abstracted from police station. 
He had filled up the warrants with the names 
of various individuals iiving in a small 
settlement 2 few miles northwest of the 
city and forged the signature of the 
United States Commissioner thereto. Ar- 
rived at this settlement he presented himself 
in the character of a Deputy United States 
Marshal, and proceeded to serve the war- 
rants, using the handcuffs upon one or two 
refractory persons, The oh be ded arrests 
were made for alleged violatio of the in- 
ternal revenue laws and prod u tre- 
mendous commotion among the simple 
minded and credulous denizens of 
the quiet hamlet. Graham had little 
difficulty in convincing his EDP cies na 
that they were in a serious predicament, 
with excellent prospects of going to the peni- 
tentiary. Having worked upon the ignorant 
fears of themselves and their friends until 
they were reduced to the verge of despair, he 
informed them that he was authorized to take 
cash bail for their appearance for trial. A 
74 sum of money was quickly placed in 
ishands by the affrigh villagers, and, 
having promisedto use bis influence to procure 
an abandonment of the prosecutions, Graham 
resumed his journey. It seems that two or 
three of the persons he had placed under ar- 
rest had been guilty of technical violations of 
the revenue laws, and this fact having come 
to the knowledge of Graham had suggested 
to his tortuous mind the ideaof exercising 
his peculiar talent for imposture at their ex- 
pense. But no doubt their own conscious- 
ness of guilt made them the readier victims 
of his wiles. |

Graham was afterward brought to 4 for 
forgery. Evidence was again introduced to 
establish his insanity, but the dodge failed to 
work thistime. A verdict of guilty was 
rendered, and Graham was sentenced to two 
years in the penitentiary. An a was 
taken, the; ent reversed, and Graham 
finally escaped through a technicality. The 
next trial was for the larceny of the hand- 
cuffs. Graham again acted as his own attor- 
ney, and was again vitted. No further 
attempt appears to have made to punish 
him for any of his doings on the Cherubusco 
expedition. He regained his liberty, re- 
sumed the “practice of law,” and having 
“ experienced religion?“ took to public pray- 
ing and exhorting with so much apparent 
zeal and earnestness that it was not 
long before he had won the confi- 
dence of a large number of pious 
and well meaning people. He 
also became an active temperance worker,“ 
and was in the midst of a very vigorous cvam- 
paigh against the rum devil when a fine piece 
of horse-flesh attracted his fancy and he a 
propriated it. He was quickly apprehended, 
and this time his good fortune deserted him. 
The jury found him guilty and he went to 
prison under a five years’ sentence. 
Graham was taken to the Michigan City 
1 where he very soon established 
utation as one of the most contrite, 
best haved, and well disposed convicts 


in the institution. He opened a correspond- 


ence with sundry well-known citizens of 
Fort Wayne, to whom he confided, in well- 
timed his remorse for the past and 
his resolutions for the future. Some of 
them were dee impressed with his sinceri- 
ty and exe themselves to secure him a 
pardon. Their efforts were not successful 
until the expiration of his term, when he re- 
cei the coveted document, which 

with it a restoration to citizenship. 

During his service at Michigan City Gra- 
ham is said to have read every book in the 
prison library. He devoted much of his le 
sure to the study of stenography, in which he 
acquired considerable proficiency, and he 
also obtained from the text-books a fair 
knowledge of French and German, of which 
he had been entirely ignorant when his im- 
prisonment began. His cohduct as a pris- 
oner was characterized by ail that shrewd- 
ness and cunning which he had 
displayed in his criminal operations, and he 
was as successful in ingratiating himself 
with the prison officials as he had previously 
been in winning the confidence of persons 
not so familiar with the ways of rogues. And 
yet all the time while he was masquerading 
as a humble, obedient, and trustworthy con- 
vict, he was active in intrigue among bis 
fellow prisoners, and was responsible for 
much insuboraimation and deviltry with 
which the penitentiary authorities never 
dreamed that he haa the slightest 
connection or sympathy; When he had been 
in prison about two years he discovered some 
crooked practices e the officials and 
was adroit enough dring about a legis- 
lative investigation, which resulted in two or 
three removals. The old adage, “Set a 
rogue to catch a rogue,” never had an apter 
illustration. Graham furnisbed the informa- 
tion which led to the investigation, supplied 
the committee with the names of witnesses 
and lists of questions to be propounded, and 
so clever was he about it all that his agency 
in the matter was not dreamed of at the time 
by the prison authorities. 

Graham’s subsequent career was a steady 
round of villanies. He returned directly 
from prison to Fort Wayne, and in a few 
weeks was married to Sarah Gorham, the 
woman for whose murder he was hanged b 
a Missouri mob. She was u respectable gir 
and had been engaged to Graham before he 
he was sent to the penitentiary. She had re- 
mained faithful to him during the loug years 
of his imprisonment, and finally married him 
in defiance of her family’s wishes and with- 
out their knowledge. Graham at once re- 
sumed his life of pious pretense, and in the 
character of a reformed man appeared before 
admiring audiences at religious and temper- 
ance meetings. He had the sublime effront- 
ery to announce himself as a candidate for 
Justice of the Peace, and actually suc- 
ceeded in obtaining an appointment as 
constable, in which capacity he was 
acting when he forged the signature of a 
well-known firm to a check for a trifling sum, 
which he induced a leading merchant to 
cash. A local paper prin an account of 
the forgery before Graham was arrested, and 
he promptly imstituted an action for libel. 
Before the papers could be served, however, 
he was in jail, and a week later 
he was again in the Michigan City 
Penitentiary under a two years’ sen- 
tence. It was there that he first attracted 
the attention of Mrs. Emma Molloy, who was 
8 temperance work among the prisoners. 
While he was in prison Sar Graham ob- 
tained a divorce from him, but upon his re- 
lease they were remarried. The remainder 
of his wretched history is too familiar to 
newspaper readers to require more than the 
briefest aliusion here. Graham had now 
run nearly the whole gamut of crime. 
He soon added bigamy to the hor- 
rible catalog by marrying Cora Lee at 
Springfield, Mo., having in the mean- 
time deserted Sarah Graham. Murder alone 
was now lacking to complete the sum of his 
villanies, and when the abandoned wife fol- 
lowed him w Missouri and he killed her to 
prevent a prosecution for bigamy his career 
of infamy was fully rounded out. For sev- 
eral months the murder remained undiscov- 
ered; but Saran Graham’s tragical fate at 
last became known, and swift vengeance over- 
took her slayer. In his last days he illustrated 
his utter baseness and pusillanimity by the 
so-called “‘confessions’’ written in ge 
field Jail, in which he accused Mrs. Molloy 
and Cora Lee as his paramours, and declared 
them to have been accessory to Sarah Gra- 
ham’s murder. Whether true or false, they 
were the workof a miserable wretch without 
a single trait of courage, or fortitude, or 
fidelity, or gratitude, or manliness to redeem 
the blackness of his depraved nature. 

Graham’s success in imposture was ex- 
traordinary considering the physical disad- 
vantages he labored under. is 'versonal 
appearance was repuisive. Low-browed, 
bushy-haired, coarse-featured—with a reced- 
ing forehead and a freckled skin, and asin- 
gie eye, deeply set, peering from beheath a 
shaggy brow with a sinister’ expression 
which was only hightened by the white and 
sightless ball fixed in the other socket—Gra- 
ham’s face nad been stamped by nature 


with the indelible brand of knavery. A 


phrenologist, too, would have pronounced it 
the face of a fool. But here his science 
would have played him faise, for Graham 
had a strong inteilect. His perceptions were 
keen, his memory retentive, his judgment of 
human nature excellent, and his faculty of 
expression, both in 8 and writing, 
extraordinary. He was fluent and gracefu 
as well in composition as in oratory. He ex- 
erted a strange fascination over women, 
despite his 2 ugliness. 
Molloy, Cora , and Sarah Graham were 
not the only women that fell under his spell, 
to their eternal sorrow. Altogether he was 
an anomalous character, and one that

ve studied with interest if not with profit.

Operations of the Sugar Trust. 

Having monopolized the supply of refined sugar 
for the United States market, the Sugar Trust 
now desires to control the agencies by which 
the supply is distributed to consumers, and with 
this endin view it has undertaken to handicap 
the small wholesalers for the benefit of the large 
ones. All wholesalers have heretofore received 
a discount of one-half of 1 per cent without re- 
gara to quantities bought by them. Here- 
after this discount will be allowed to those who 
buy less than 100 barrels, but those who buy 
more than 100 and less than 1,000 barrels will re- 
ceive a discount of 1 per cent. while all who buy 
more than 1,000 barrels will receive 1½ per cent. 
Under such conditions afew le wholesajers 
can undersell all others. The tendency of such 
a policy is to place the whojesale trade in the 
hands of a few persons. The small wholesalers 
may complain, as do the importers car- 
goes must be sold without the benefit of compe- 
tition, but what are they to do about it?

EXCESSIVE STEEL DUTIES, 


Advantage Taken of the Tariff by the 
Bessemer Combination. 3 
Philadelphia Record; There should be 
nothing capricious or vindictive in the work 
of revising the tariff duties on steel rails or 
any otner article. The Bessemer combina- 
tion has taken advantage of the tariff to ex- 


tort the last dollar from consumers, and this 
is what every other tariff-fed mono does 
under like circumstances. The duty of Con- 
gress is now to legislate for the protection 
of consumers, but in such a way as not to 
suddenly or arbitrarily expose to a ruthless 
competition manufacturing industries that 
have long depended upon tariff bounties, 
The price of steel rails in Europe is about 
$21 a ton, and the freight with other charges 
would bring the price to about $23.50 or V at 
the wharf in New York or Philadelphia. A 
duty of $8 a ton, raising the priceof im- 
ported steel rails to $31.50 or $32 a ton, 
would afford ample protection to the Bes- 
semer steel manufacturers, while it would 
secure American consumers against mon- 
strous extortions to which they have been 
so long subjected. In the Tariff, bill sketched 
by Mr. Randall and his friends last year it 
was proposed to reduce the duty on steel 
rails to $10 a ton; but as it is evident that the 
manufacturers would be — oe 3 
ed by a duty of $8 a ton they should have no 
further opportunities for plundering consum- 
ers. When itis considered that under con- 
ditions such as now prevail American steel 
rails were made and sold at a profita few 
years ago for $27 a ton the $8 rate of duty 
seems to be pitched too hi Butitis better 
to be on the safe side, so “ey ag? itself 
may not complain of injustice. this be 
free trade let the advocates and bene fleiaries 
of tanff extortion make the most of it.

Prior to 1782 the Irish Parliament could 


not take up any business of its own origina- 
tion. It was merely a recording body for the 
Crown and tne Ministers in England. They 
had so oppressed Irish trade by prohibitory 
duties for the benefit of English manufact- 


urers that the Irish took advantage of En- 
giand’s embarrassment in America to de- 
mand the removal of these restric- 
tions. A national militia, popularly 
known as the Volunteers and primarily or- 
ganized to defend the coast in case of 
invasion by France—the regular British 
troops having been sent to whip us into sub- 
jection—rolled cannon up before the hcuse 
in which the Irish Parliament sat and placed 
plaeards on their mouths bearing the inscrip- 


lin, 1801. 
Linen was the object of Government nurs- 
ing from 1709, in the rei of Queen Anne. 
In 1719 a duty of one schilling additional was 
laid upon every pound of tea and of three- 
pence upon every pound of coffee, chocolate, 
and cocoanuts imported into Ireland and paid 
to the linen trust.

THE FIRST CHINESE TRAMP.

authentic voice of the people of Ireland, But 
there isa much more palpabie reason for 
pronouncing it not their voice. It was in no 
sense a National Parliament. Not only was 
there no Irish Cabinet responsible to the 
Irish House of Commons, but the Irish 
House of Commons itself represented the 
country in no real sense. The English 
Cabinet appointed the officers of the Irish 
Parliament, with undivided responsi- 
bility to the English House of Commons 
alone; and the men who sat in the Irish 
House of Commons were the representatives, 
not of the people but of “trusts.” Penal 
laws, making conformity with the religious 
professions of the Crown indispensable for 


the exercise of full civil rights, excluded 
from membership in ita portion of the non- 
| Catholic and ali the Catholro popula 


tion. 


 eligibie minority was jess than one-fourth of 
the entiré people. But even that minority 


was so inert that a few dozen landlords prac- 
tically owned the Irish House of Commons, 
and, with the codperation of the Irish House 
of Lords, made only such laws as perpetu- 
ated the evils under which the people suf- 
tered. The Parliament refused to abolish the 
proscriptive laws lhmiting its membership, 
and it was oaly in 1829 that those laws were 


|} abolished by the Parliament of Great Brit- 


ain—twenty-nine years after the Irish Parla- 
ment had abolished itself. 

The abolition was brought about by send- 
ing into the country 175 000 troops after the 
close of the American War, thus overawing 
the people who had been allowed parlia- 
mentary suffrage with a restrictive prop- 
erty qualification in 1793 and by open bribery 
with peerages, offives, and money. The per- 
fidy of the transaction is not to be laid upon 
the people who were legally excluded from 
its benches; and it is certain that the over- 
whelming popular majority preferred to re- 
tain the Parliament, confident of reforming 
it and making it the efficient organ of na- 
tional design. 

A Parlament thus constitued throughout 
its eighteen years of nominal independence, 
of landlords, placemen, and adventurers, all 
represen monopoly, could not be expected 
to act for the popular interest. They were 
obliged by law to conform to the economic 
poy prescribed by the English Ministers. 

hat policy was tection. A complicated 
system of subsidi bounties, drawbacks, 
excise, etc., prevailed which was continually 
subjected to modification. Itis very difficult 
to procure authentic data concerning the 
operation of these interferences of Govern- 
ment with ‘trade, involving both export and 
import custom-housing,* the domestic trade 
often inextricably mixed with the toreign, 
the Irish with the English and Scotch. It is 
certain that fora few years after the inau- 
guration of the partial independence trade 
revived. How much of this was due tothe 
repeal of the Navigation laws, by which the 
foreign ports were opened to Irish commerce; 
how much to the fact that members of Par- 
liament having their residence in Dublin 
were compelled to spend there some of the 
income they have spent in London since the 
transfer of the Legislature across the Chan- 
nel, it would be very difficult to determine. 
Both must have considerable effect. 

But we have reliable statements about the 
operation of bounties and subsidies. The 
system was in full torce before it was within 
the power of the Irish Parliament to touch it. 
A bounty was paid for the export of corn and 
a bounty for the import of corn and another 
bounty on corn carried coastwise to Dublin. 
There were bounties on Irish coals brought 
to Dublin, on indigo exported, on silk, on 
tis on etc. The whole nation 
was taxed for the benefit of Dublin; and the 
standing committee in the House of Com- 
mons for the distribution of bounties came to 
be known as the “Scrambiing Committee.“ 
Nevertheless trade declined. Between 1788 
and 1792 there was an increase; from 
17938 to 1797 there was a decrease. Be- 
tween 1792 and 1798 the total tonnage be- 
longing to Irish ports declined from 60,776 
to 16, Meanwhile the expenditure by 
Parliament, largely in bounties, had arisen 
in round numbers from $7,000,000 in 1792 to 
$25,000,000 in 1797. In like ratio shipbuilding 
increased the first of these periods and de- 
creased the second. The same phenomena 
can be found throughout the business and 
life of the country. The apparent prosperity 
arose immediately after the opening of the 
ports for trade to go out to American 
Colonies and to the continent. It began to 
decline when it had learned to depend only 
upon Government coddiing. 

In 1783 a large number of petitions were 
sent from all parts of the country for duties 
to relieve manufacturers’ distress, and they 
were liberally aided. But in 1787 the woolen 
manufacturers of Dublin and Cork prayed 
for further assistance and the following year 
they repeated the appeal. In 1793 they again 
represented their inability to employ 
their hands, nearly 15,000 of whom were in 
wretchedness, who would perish unless 
relieved.”? The same year the worsted- 
weavers of Dublin represented that they 
were reduced “to penury and famine.” In 

Dublin—there was none 
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of the money which the agricultural country 
makes. Coercion laws have been an excel- 
lent substitute for corn laws; and the 
people, unable to make capital by 
their labor, have continued to leave 
the country. A po tion of 8,000,000 fo 
years ago has dw to less than 5,000, 
The National party 1s doing its utmost to in- 
spire the petty manufactures with new life. 
Export alone will revive them. The repeal 
of the American toll of 35 per cent on linen 
would be the greatest kindness to Ireland, 
and could not injure us zu the least, even on 
protectionists’ theories, since we have no 
linen manu

The Tinlest Horse Ever Seen in This.Coun- 
try Comes from China. 

New York World: The tiniest horse in New

country from Chiaa. It is at present quar- 
tered behind the lunch-counter in the saloon 
of Henry F. Meeks, No. 186 Madison street. 
The little animal stands just thirty-five inches 
high and weighs only seventy pounds. Mr. 
Meeks’ 83-year-old daughter is just his size,“ 
and calls Yen Hoc by the endearing name of 
Bunnie: Herr Meeks takes great delight in 
constituting himself a triumphal arch and 
allowing the wonderful horse to pass be- 
tween his legs, as the Lilliput army passed 
under Gulliver. 

Experts who bave examined Yen Hoc say 
he is four years old and full grown. One pe- 
culiarity about him is that he has but four 
teeth in either jaw; otherwise he is a perfect 
miniature of an ordinary American horse. 


YEN HOC AT DINNER. 


Yen Hoc is very thin at present, owing to 
hardships which he was obliged to endure 
during his voyage across the ocean. He came 
over on the ship Ariel. which was 158 days in 
making the trip from Hong Kong. The ship 
ran short of provisions, and for days Yen Hos 
lived-on nothing but a few handfuls of rice. 
On his arrival here he was so weak and thin 
that he could not stand up. Yesterday he 
had on a nice little blanket to keep the wind 
from blowing through him. 

The owner of the wonderful little horse is 
Policeman Benjamin of the Madison Street 
Station, who lives just around the corner 
from the saloon where Yen Hoc is quartered. 
Five years ago a sea Captain came to the 
Madison Street Station-House one night and 
said that his boy was missing, and that he 
had a good deal of money with him when last 
seen. Policeman Benjamin was sent out to 
look the boy up.

The Beautiful Spectacle at the Royal 
Aquarium, Westminster. 

One of the features of the Royal Aquarium, 
Westminster, is the singularly graceful 
swimming performances of some young girls 
under the able direction of Prof. Beckwith, 
himself a swimmer of celebrity in days gone 
by.

The traditions of the Chancery Court of 
Engiand supply the precedents by which the 
American custom-house regulates the admis- 
sion and exit of art invoices. There is no- 
body in particular to blame. The Collector is 
under oath to obey the laws, and his inter- 
pretation of them has not been calculated in 
the instance under considerution to flatter 
American ingenuity in their construction. 
An invoice dated London, Nov. 11, 1886, was 
duly receipted for in the Chicago Custom- 
House. The contents of the cases were 
drawings by great masters of various Euro- 
pean schools; drawings by well-known En- 
giish artists; and 100 selected prints, etch- 
ings, and engravings of exceptional interest. 
The estimated value was They be- 
long to the estate of the late George W. Reid 
of the British Museum, a connoisseur 
and collector of great gestions and 
sound judgment. They were sent to Chicago 
in the confident expectation that, as there 
appeared to be a general revival of interest 
in art matters, they would be purchased and 

laced in the permanent collection of the Art 
nstitate. They belong to the estate of Mr. 
Reid, and his widow cannot afford to pari 
gratuitously with them, their selection and 
acguisition having involved years of labor 
and not a hittle outlay. But there was not 
the money in the treasury to buy them. 
There was no munificent friend of the insti- 
tute ready to immortaiize himself by pur- 
chasing them as a gift. They lay in the Cus- 
tom-House from month to month. They 
could have been taken out within a certain 
period, free, for exhibition, and sent back to 
England. But the legal period passed and 
nothing was done. When at length it was 
deemed prudent to put them on exhibition in 
the hope that their merits might inspire 
riches with generosity, the Collector was 
compelled to read the law to the consignees. 
They could not be taken out except by pay- 
ing the duties. 

Ihen arose the question: Are not some 
portions of the contents free! The answer 
was yes, all that antedate the seventeenth 
century are free as antiquities; but these 
were boxed together with those not thus 
privileged, and, under the law, the boxes 
could not be opened and a portion of the 
contents removed fromany. It would seem 
that a reasonable construction of the Treas- 
ury reguiations might have made the dis- 
crimination so obvious to common sense. 
But custom-house business isdone on an 
iron-clad model and the Collector did not 
feel justified in making an exception in favor 
of old masters. Partof the drawings also 
were @ntitied to free admission—those more 
than twenty years old. But the same barrier 
Was in the way. They were in cases with duti- 
able goods.“ A duty of 30 per cent ad va- 
lorem was required on a portion of the entire 
invoice and it would have to be paid before 
a case could leave the bonded warehouse 
where they are stored. The sum required 
was $500. Noone was ready to pay it, and 
Mr. Hutchinson continued to cherish the 
hope that some way would be found to coax 
the cases out of the Custom-House. The Col- 
lector was as immovable as the armored 
warder of old Nuremberg Castle. And the 
cases were as immovable as the Collector. 

A bright thought was germinated in some- 
body’s brain, and then passed with much sol- 
emn injunction of secrecy to somebody else. 
It was to reship the entire invoice, ostensi- 
bly to England. The clearance papers could 
be gotten without cost, and when away from 
Chicago the cases could be transferred across 
the Canadian border and brought in denovo to 
Chicago, with ali the free exhibition privi- 
leges attaching to their original immigration. 
This ingenious method of defeating red tape 
and circumventing the tariff was seriously

An experiment was then tried at Wash- 
ington. The Secretary of the Treasury was 
besought to make the Art Institute builaing 
a bonded warehouse under the law of Con- 
gress rae such depositories of dutia- 
ble property. That he has consented to do; 
and the ingenuity of Chicago, far surpassing 
the generosity of its rich, has at last circum- 
vented the customs laws after a year’s strug- 
gle, and tne Reid collection will shortly be 
on exhibition.

Poynot has 
etched a Creole oy Henner and given a bit 
of portraiture eneven but not unsatisfactory. 
The mannerism of the artist is elusive but 
present, and there is that peculiar pose of 
the head, that half eager, half refiective 
aspect, which attaches to so many women’s 
faces that Henner has depicted. 

Mr. Hamerton writes after the manner of 
„Friends in Council” on the topic of book 
illustration. The supposititious conversers 
are a poet, an artist, and acritic. The imag- 
inary conversation is full of truth on each 
side of a controversy out of which the pub- 
lishers alone have enjoyed unmixed advant- 
age. It is certainly true that no series of 
illustrations has ever satisfied authors liv- 
ing when théy appeared or the readers of 
dead authors whose place in literature is 
well established. No better instance of this 
can be mentioned than Doré’s interpretations 
of Milton, and Dante, and Poe. It i 
curious, e nt, that the scientist shoul 
speak of France and England as the 
countries Dante worked for. The poet frank- 
ly owns that he hates the excessive margins, 
the obtrusively big typography, and the 
showy binding of the present style of illus- 
trated books. His notion of suitable binding 
is that which consults the convenience of the 
reader without attracting attention to itself. 
Literary people generally feel that those who 
take up illustrated booxs look over the 
pictures and do not read the books. Dante 
Gabriel Rossetti was determined and de- 
liberate in not es his gitts as artist and 

t. He published his poems without il- 
ustration. It is however, as * 
by one of the inte tors, that he dis- 
dained all extraneous heip in making 
his pictures understood. He resorted to 
symbolism on frames and to interpretation in 
verse, within, of course, very moderate lim- 
its. e conclusion reached in the discussion 
is that illustrations are useful in books of 
fact; but that, when hterature and art are 
put in rivalry between the same covers, liter- 
ature is liable to be the sufferer. 

The December Art Heview comes with all 
the dignity and composure of a privileged 
late guest. It is quite worthy of its excep- 
tional distinction. As an example of typog- 
raphy there is nothing better on either 
side the Atlantic. Its letter-press 
is generally better for the educa- 
tion of students of art than many 
books. The art writing is excellent, the tem- 
per sympathetic but not servile, the stand- 
ard of criticism sound and clear. As an ex- 
ample of correct characterization and per- 
fectly simple and intelligible, as well 
as scholariy commentary, there has been 
rarely better work than that on Two Pri- 
vate Collections in Paris,” by John C. Van 
Dyke. It is very hard to write untechnically 
for the world that loves art and is only an- 
noyed by what it is pleased to call studio far- 
gon. It is still harder so to write that art- 
ists themselves, who have a literary habit of 
mind more or less conventional and tech- 
nical, shall at once acknowledge the force and } 
admit the propriety of the s said. In 
the Art Review the safe mi is gener- 
ully found; and it affords every month to 
ali lovers of beauty in every department of 
artistic effort a recreation which it is impos- 
sible to overpraise. There is this further to be 
said: That, being exclusively American, its 
news department—that is, its comment upon 
contemporaneous art—is within the near and 
most highly prized range of our vision. The 
other art periodicals are necessarily filled 
for the most part with discussion of foreign 
exhibitions. This is as desirable for us as it 
is necessary for them. But we need a hign- 
class monthly which, while equally able and 
comprehensive, shall devote due attention 
and uncramped space to American art in its 
most genuine and responsibie expression. 

Messrs. Frederick Keppel & Co. have just 
issued The Modern sciples of Rem- 
brandt,” reprinted from the Art Review, b 
Mr. Frederick Keppel, and have bound wit 
it what the author modestly calls A Chap- 
ter of an Elementary Cha r, Entitled 
What Etchings Are.” The former essay is 
well known. The supplement should be read 
by every one who feels interest enough in 
this delightful art method and art form, for 
it is both, to acquire an e knowle of 
its process. The chapter is subdivided into 
what etchings are, whatan etching is, how 
an etching is made, whatadry point is, how 
etchings are printed, what are printed 
upon, what proofs are, and what states of 
an etching are. Upon the last portion of the 
subject there is an ignorance which bewild- 
ers buyers and makes them easy prey to 
fraud. No one need be liable to such mis- 
fortune who has read this explicit and com- 
plete description of the process. Children 
can read the entire chapter without requir- 
ing explanatory comment from their elders.

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Detriment to the Learning of £nglish— 
Italian Opposition—The Folly of Virtual- 
ly Making Children of Frenchmen, Ital- 
lans, Poles, Bohemians, Etc., Master a 
Third Language, and All for No Purpose. 

Interviews were printed yesterday show- 
ing the sentiment of leading Germans on the 
subject of teaching German in the public 
schools of Chicago, and from time to time the 
uselesness of the present system has 
been shown and tact demonstrated 
that there was much. opposition to it. 
lt appears npon inquiry that the French 
population is also taking a hand in this op- 
position. They are a unit in denouncing the 
absolute uselesness of the language as 
taught to the primary school children; con- 
sider its teaching a pure waste of time and a 
detriment to the learning of the English, 
which should be the only language taught in 
the primary schools of this country. The 
provision of the option clause is, as a gen- 
eral thing, quite well understood by the 
strictly French element, but among the 
French-Canadians there was more ignorance 
displayed, the few men spoken to evidently 
considering the introduction of German as a 
bona-fide requisition of the Chicago public 
schools. 

I always looked upon this introduction of 
a foreign language in the primary depart- 
ments of our public schools as one of the 
worst things that ever could have happened,“ 
remarked Victor Gérardin yesterday. Mr. 
Gérardin has been in Chicago thirty-four 
vears, and is the best known and most 
prominent of the French citazens of this city. 
i do not say this to —.— German because 
it is German,” continued Mr. Gérardin, 
“but on general principles. The primary 
school is the school of the poor, the school 
for the children of the common laborer, 
who nine times out of ten cannot afford 
to give his children. a better education. 
The German taught there is of little if 
any practical use. What child of 8 or 10 years 
can be expected to grasp the language, even 
though it remains in school and studies the 
language for five or six years! It is a gross 
injustice to the workingman. It only ne- 
fits the German children. Why should we, 
then, pay for the privilege of having the 
German langu taught the children of 
German nts¢ My children were taught 
French, but I had to send them to special 
schools. If the Germans want their children 
to be taught to read and write German let 
them pay for it too. It is unreasonable to 
insist that the poor people of this city should 
pay for a luxury enjoyed only by the Ger- 
mans. If you want an extra language pay 
Tor it.“ 

Are you aware that when once the lan- 
guage is taken it cannot be dropped at any 
time during the course!“ 

“ Yes, I am, and that is the reason why I 
am so decidedlv opposed to introducing the 
language in the primary school. Itis bad 
enough to have put it in, but it is far worse 
to compel the child to retain the study after 
it has been found to be unprofitable. It is 
just as much as to say, ‘Now you have made 
a mistake, we're not going to let you rectify 
your error.’ All my children but one are 
now outof school. My little girl is still in 
the public schools, but she’li never take Ger- 
man if I can help it.“ 

“JT am decidedly opposed to these novel 
Teutonic ee notions,” said S. K. Pin- 
ta, another of Ch cago’s best known French 
citizens. Why don't they put in Italian, 
Polish, Greek, or Chinese also? It would be 
just as consistent as to have German and 
would have this redeeming feature also: 
that it would prove no favoritism existed. I 


would like for any one to show me what 


| German has done the hundreds of 
school-children attending 1 schools 
who have taken the option. hat they 
learn there in six years’ time is forgotten 
six weeks after they have left. I have two 
children in the public schools now, but Pll 
never let them take German as long as they 


“remaim in the primary departments. These 


foreign languages are intended only for 
the higher schools, and there only 
should they be taught. It is an absolute 
joss of time in the primary schools. I notice 
they have abolished it in the St. Louis 
schools. They did perfectly right, and Chi- 
cago ought to have done so long ago. 

Do you understand the provisions of the 
option clause!“ 

Ves, and let me point out to you the great 
injustice done. Is it right or reasonable to 
force the child to Keep a study after the 
parents have discovered its uselesness! Is it 
not altogether too arbitrary to say: You 
shall do so; you made a mistake; all right, 
suffer now the consequences“ 

“The German taught in the primary 
schools,” said Dr. Eugene Marguerat, 
“is of no earthly use whatever. It is 
a useless expense both tothe city and the 
people. If to learn two languages, Engiish 
and German, is a good thing, why is it not 
better to learn three? Why not French, also? 
and Swedish! I can see no reason why Ger- 
man should come in sooner than the Itahan, 
French, Greek, or any other one. Yes, 1 
know our population is largely made up of 
Germans, but its introduction in the primary 
schools crowds out the English, the National 
language, which should not be allowed. En- 
glish is the Nation's language, and the pri- 
mary schools are the people's schools, and 
anything which tends to crowd out the Na- 


tional language should be stopped. That's 
the ground on which I stand. America for 


the Americans. Those who want higher ed- 
ucation are usually those who can pay for it; 
if Aen want to know German pay for it your- 
self.“ 

Have you any children attending the pub- 
lic schools!“ 

‘* Yes, I have four there now, but I wouldn't 
let them take German under any circum- 
stances whatever. After they are out, if I 
want them to study it they shall have special 
instruction.” 

What do you think of the provision which 
forces the retention of the study when once 
taken!“ 

did not know such a provision was made. 
I should say it was very arbitrary.“ 

“Well, I think it’s a good thing for our 
children to know German,“ remarked Eugene 
Herold, and if our public schools will teach 
it gratis that’s so much the better.“ 

, You think your children—when they are, 
say, 7 or 8 years old—can learn just as much 
English and as thoroughly if this extra lan 
guage is tacked on? 

“H’m! I didn’t think of that.“ 

I would prefer, so far as I am concerned, 
that English should be retained altogether in 
the primary schools,” said Louis Bastien; 
“but the teacher said my boy had better 
have it, and so he’s now taking it, and has 
been for five vears. He is now 12 years old.“ 

„Has he made much progress“ 

„% Well, he reads it a little, but he doesn’t 
talk it much yet!“ 

Have you any idea that the study is ob- 
ligatory ? fe 

** Yes, I think it is.“ 

Mr. Bastien seemed considerably surprised 
when informed that the language was op- 
tional. 

% The amount of study given him now I 
don’t think is quite sufficient for his age, he 
said in conclusion. Yes, 1 believe I'd 
rather have had him give all his time to En- 
glish—reading, arithmetic, and grammar.“ 

Have the teachers ever asked your per- 
mission to teach the little boy German:!“ 

Mr. Bastien thought a while and then said: 
„J don’t think so.”’ 

Alexandre Grandpré, the editor of the 
Courier de? Illinois, opposed the German in 
the primary schools on pretty much the same 
grounds. It is burdening the infant mind 
with more than it can grasp or retain, and is 
consequently useless knowledge. Let the 
three R’s be taught first and taught thorough- 
ly; it will then be ume enough to think of 
giving our children instructionin foreign 
tongues.”’ 

Dr. Eugene Vigneron was also opposed to the 
introduction of German in the primary 
schools. First of all, let our children be 
taught the mother tongue. We should not 
forget either that tne child’s brain has cer- 
tain limitations.“ ; 

Arthur Grevean, the President of the 
French Société de Bienfaisance, opposed the 
German in primary schools on pretty much 

unds already mentioned.

A BIG BUSINESS IN VALENTINES. 


What the Dealers Are All Expecting This 
Year. 

“The dealers are all expecting a heavy 
business in valentines this year,” said a fash- 
ionabie stationer. In addition to the regular 
handlers, the stationers and fancy shop- 
keepers, a number of the big dry-goods 
stores intend to take up valentines as a 
specialty this year. There are more than the 
usual number of speculators—little fellows 
who hire storerooms for a week or so. I 
hear of one or two who have paid as high as 
$250 and $300 for the use of a window and a 
small space in well-located stores for a couple 
of weeks preceding Valentine’s-Day. The 
belief that the trade will be a big one is gen- 
eral. The jobbers‘and manufacturers report 
their finer stocks entirely exhausted by a de- 
mand coming trom all directions. We or- 


dered our finest stock last November, and 
have tried unsuccessfully since to duplicate 
portions of it.“ 

Have the retail buyers shown up yet?“ 

No; they don’t appear in any force until 
a few days before the eventfal 14th of Febru- 
ary. Then begins a rush that lasts till noon 
of the 14th. The sale dies a quick death after 
2 o’clock in the afternoon. ere is a pe- 
culiar feature to the sale of valentines. A 
new class of buyers — every year. 
These are the boys who have just reached 
the age when youths begin to make hand- 
some presents to their sweethearts. You 
know What an important feature in every 
Presidential election politicians consider the 
voting power of the young men who have 
just attained their majority. They figure 
how many there are in the country. We t 
to figure how many boys there are each Val- 
entine’s-Day who have just reached their 
pp year. Boys and young 4 from 16 to 
21 are good customers, a yalentine 
for each one of ‘their g. "Some of tnem 
we can sell half a dozen and more, expensive 
ones at that. Men from 21 to 30 generally bu 
one valentine. Sometimes this is for a child. 
Ladies! O, they don’t buy much. They 
don’t send valentines. They receive them. 
Some of them come down with their fellows 
and select the valentines they want. The 
contemporary maiden likes to enjoy a sur- 
prise, but she is often willing to forego the 
surprise and get just what she wants by 
picking it out herself. 

There is just as much variety in designs 
as ever,“ he continued, but the materials 
used this year are more elegant and the work 
more artistic. The finer valentines unite 
utility with beauty, and are handkerchief 
and glove boxes worked in hand-painted sat- 
in delicately perfumed. These pretty pres- 
ents cost from $7 to $10, and are about the 
most expensive.“ 


PICKING UP THE RARE COINS, 


The Work of Bank Tellers When Their 
Day’s Labor Is Over. 

“Do you know whata good many bank 
tellers and men who handle large amounts of 
gold and silver coins do at the close of the 
day?’ queried a former bank clerk. 

„Go home, probably.“ 

“Yes; but not until they have looked 
through their metal cash for rare coins.“ 

Do they ever findany?”’ . 

“Certainly they do sometimes, thougn not 
so very often. Itisalottery. The fact that 
some of the rarest of American coins have 
been picked up in ordinary circulation keeps 
their eyes peeled. They know values pretty 
well, and the sanguine cherish the hope of 
unearthing one of the missing dollars of 1804, 
which are worth $200 each. In fact, as 
high as $800 has been offered and refused. 
The half-doliar of 1852, representing Liberty 
seated, is in circulation. It is worth $1.75. 
The quarter of 1853, with rays, ts also oc- 
casionally met.« It brings . Among silver 
dollars of recent coinage, the 185S dollar, rep- 
resenting Liberty seated, is the most valua- 
ble. It is worth $15. The dollar of 1838 has 
a flying eagle on the reverse side. A little 
worn it would pass without notice. It is 
worth $15. So is the same coin of 1839. Both 
are in circulation. The 20-cent piece of 1877 
is worth $1.50, and of 1878, $1. They are 
to be met, though rarely. The valuable dimes 
and half-dimes were all coined before 1846. 
The silver three-cent piece of 1873, with the 
large stur. brings 60 cents; the copper two- 
cent piece of the same yearis worth the 
same. The fiying-eagle cent of 1856 sells for 
$l. All the gold coins coined prior to 1833 
command premiums. 


MORE IN CAKRIAGES THAN SLEIORHS 


The Light Livery Business in Chicago Is 
on the Down Grade. 


“The big stables of Chicago are getting 
out of the light livery business and leaving 
it to the smaller ones,” said a proprietor yes- 
terday. There isn’t money enough in it to 
pay for the trouble and annoyance. Nobody 
cares how badly alivery rig 18 used. You 
let a young clerk have a horse for a couple of 
hours’ sleighriding and he keeps him out 
half the night and brings back the animal 
completely exhausted, maybe strained, and 
maybe with a cold he has caught by being 
alldwed to stand while covered with sweat. 
The vehicle is frequently damaged, some- 
times smashed, robes are torn or missing, 
and harness broken. It takes days to doctor 
up the horse and get the outfit into shape 
again. Sometimes the rig don’t come back 
at all. Then you have to go and hunt 
for it. It's very hard to get any 
satisfaction out of the people who 
damage single rigs. The majority of 
them haven’t got any Money, and try to cut 
aswell or nothing. ‘Then I have sent a col- 
lector every week for four months to collect 
$5 from some sprig of a clerk betore I got the 
money. There is more Money in carriages. 
Chicago has, after London, the finest cab 
service in the world. It is well patronized. 
too, or it would not exist. We have more 
nightwork now than ever before, for the 
fashion is to ride, and, though there were 
never more private vehicles maintained in

Qualifications Necessary for a Success- 

fal Judge—Ambition—What He Thinks 
About the Presidency. 


Judge Gresham is always hospitable be- 
tween 10 and 11 o’clock at night. That is 
rather an unusual hour for cailers, but the 
Judge hasthem and they are young men 
who know his weakness for a good 
story, a bright reminiscence, or an 
informal discussion of some topic 
in history, literature, or character. 
The Judge does most of his work at night 
preparing his rulings or investigating refer- 
ences. He quits work at 10 o’clock for the 
first time since court opened in the morning, 
and when his leisure comes he enjoys it. 
He frequently smokes a good cigar, lies 
down ona sofa, and talks or listens with 
equal interest and ability. Some of 
these short talks are striking iilustra- 


tions of the Judge’s character. At one of 
them he said: The more I see of men the 
more I am inclined to agree with Bulwer that 
no man is wholly good, none wholly bad. 
Whenever I see a man who says he never did 
anything wrong vr wno claims to be satisfied 
with the moral tone of his conduct 
I put him down as a liar and a 
hypocrit. We all do wrong. Ine human 
race has not attained the development which 
might make evii or error impossible, and 
until that time. comes we are apt to run 
across Pharisees now and then. On the other 
hand, I never saw a man who was wholly 

1. When I was on the District bench at 
Indianapolis I had a good deal to do with 
criminals, and I never saw one in whom the 
spark of manhood was wholly extinguished. 
I have tried them. On several occasions 
when bad men were arraigned before me 
for sentence I have said to them: 

“Society now looks upen you as aman who 
has forfeited all right to its protection or 
benefit. It has declared that you are so lack- 
ing in those elements of manhood which are 
essential to citizenship that you must be 
taken away from your fellows and locked up 
where your presence cannot be felt nor your 
example noticed. Your family cares nothing 
for you and you have no friends. Your 
condition is the worst a man can 
in, but while you are so regarded generally I 
believe there is still some manhood in you. 
I propose to test you. I am going 
to give you the tullest opportunity 
to deceive me, but 1 donot believe you will 
do it. I will sentence you to the penitentiary 
for so many years, and your term will begin 
at the date named in the papers Vou will re- 


ceive. Iam going to give you your mittimus. 


and the Marshal will 13 vou with 
money. The mittimus will surrender you to 
the Warden of the penitentiary named with- 
in it. When you get your mittimus and the 
money from the Marshal I am going to turn 
you loose in the streets that you may go 
home and bid your family -by. I want 
you to remain with your family until the time 
arrives when you must go to prison, and then 
lwant you to * — there, surrendering 
yourself to the arden, just as an officer 
would surrender you. I give you this chance 
so you will not be subjected to the humulia- 
tion of being taken to the penitentiary by an 
officer. When 2 are there I want you to 
behave yourself like a man, and when you 
have served your time I want you to return 
to me and I will see what can be done for 
you. 

The young man to whom the Judge related 
this wonderful experience inguired about the 
number of deceptions and the Judge replied: 
I never had one of them deceive me, nor 
Was any one ever deceived by any of these 
men whom I afterwards tried to restore to 
society.“ 

„Having thus studied human nature, 
Judge, you must have views as to the qualifi- 


cations which are essential to success on the 


bench!“ 

I have studied that a great deal; and. 
while the qualifications of a good Judge are 
subject to many divisions ana are composed 
of many small parts, I think they can be sum- 
marizeu under six ay a know!l- 
edge, discernment, integfity, bealth, and 
sand. Modesty enables a J udge to stay 
within his sphere—for in the courts there 
are the three spheres of the bench, the bar, 
and the litigant: knowledge means industry 
and all it implies; discernment enables the 
Judge to detect right from wrong and to be- 
stow justice where it is needed; integrity is 
the soul of justice; health is absolutely essen- 
tial to discharge the duties imposed, and 
sand is positively necessary to enforce what 
all the other elements achieve. It is pos- 
sible to apprehend cases in which it would be 
more difficult for some men to stand by what 
they believed was right than it was for them 
to reach the conclusion of right. Sand is one 
of those elements of us which partakes of 
the animal. It is necessary because 
brute force prevails in society, and 
must be either directed or suppressed. 
Sand is largely the element which 
makes one man a leader of another. It is il- 
lustrated in the lower order of animal life, I 
had a bull calf down on my farm last sum- 
mer, and he got unruly. he farmer wrote 
me about the young fellow’s depredations, 
and I sugges a course. of treatment for 
him, one method of restraint being to turn 
him in with some big 3-year-old stock 
eattle I had. Next time 1 saw the 
farmer he was telling me about the trouble 
he had had with that calf and about how the 
various remedies had failed. I asked if he 
had tried putting the young fellow in with 
the big cattle and he said he had, but it had 
done more harm than good. The young 
fellow had whipped everything in 
the pastures and had then led them 
into all sorts ot depredations. Now, he did 
that simply because he had more sand than 
any of the others, and so long as men have 
instincts this same illustration of the young 
bull will be more or less applicable to them.“ 

The conversation turned on men knowing 
themselves and having the courage over 
their own welfare or interests that a Judge 
has over those of society, and it was easy to 
lead from that point to the candidacy of 
Gresham for the Presidency and ask him 
what he thought of it. He said: 1 have 
never allowed ambition to take hold of me, 
for when it gets into a man it makes a slave. 
There are no doubt great pleasures to a man 
in being so distinguished among his fellows, 
but the distinction is of his office rather tnan of 
him personally. What attaches toa man who 
is placed in the position of having done all 
that can be done? Nothing. He can follow 
no pursuit which would bring him in conflict 
with other people; he can do nothing unless 
follow a pastoral pursuit or enter some 
calling like literature, as many of our em- 
inent men are doing. Now, all this is the re- 
ward where one has been successful. 
What are the conditions where failure 
has ensued? -Do you know there is 
no agony like that of destroyed 
hope or ambition? Go out among men 
and pick out those who are miserable and 
who are they? The men who allowed them- 
seives to believethat they were entitled to 
something better than what they got. I know 
men who will be wretched as long as they live, 
simply because they were ambitious and 
failed. I want none of it. Life is too short for 
us to make ourselves wretched by an 

s. I want no fanciful ambition. 
want to spend my old in peace, firm in 
the conviction that did as 
right as I could, and that 
my duty where I was 
But this fact isthe personal view of it. There 
is another—I am on the bench. If there is 
any man I hold in contempt it is a Judge who 
is conniving to get something better, who is 
dissatisfied with his place and its duties, and 
who will bring upon himself the impeach- 
ments which can be laid against an ambitious 


man.“

Never think or speak slightingly of science 
whether you understand it or not; itis dan- 


gerous to you to do 80. 

Not only never take medicine, but have 
no desire to do so; it will hinder your redov- 
ery if you do. God is equal to your cure with- 
out these man-made discoveries. : 

Be grateful for all improvement, whether 
it be much or little. 

Do not try to conceal anything from your 
scientist, who holds all his patients’ com- 
munications confidential. A concealed sin 
or trouble might be the very thing your scien- 
tist needs to cure you. 

Keep your. thoughts on pleasant things. 
Think as little as ible of your condition. 
Forget that trou me self by lovingly do- 
ing for others.

Gage Thinks There Should Be More Na- 
tional Banks~Failure to Fix a Reserve 
Fund a Serious Defect in the State Law. 
At the election next November the people 
of Illinois will be called upon to vote for the 
adoption or rejection of a State Banking law. 
Such an act was passed last spring by the 
Thirty-fifth General Assembly and approved 
by the Governor June 16, but has no legal 
effect unless ratified by the popular vote at 


of 1848 prohibited the Legislature from, 
granting any bank charter. whatever in 
broad general terms, though subsequent Leg- 
islatures granted franchises to several asso- 
cilations to do adeposit and discount busi- 
ness. In previous years the people had 
suffered great losses from the failures of 
banks of issue, whose circulation Was sup- 
posed to be based on State and municipal 
bonds and other forms of security, but which, 
when the hard times came, proved to be as 
devoid of foundation as the fabled castles in 
Spain. To prevent a recurrence of financial 
troubles and the consequent losses to the 
community, the Constitutional Convention of 
1848 in one brief paragraph extirpated from 
the State and prohibited for the future the 
organization and. establishment of these 
manufactories. of “wildcat’’ currency, as 
the aepreciated paper money was then 
termed. . 62 

The State law upon which the people will 
be called upon to vote in November next in 
general terms provides that associations can 
be formed for doing a general banking 
business, excepting only issuing bills to cir- 
culate as money, and shall have power to loan 
money on personal and real security and ac- 
cept and execute trusts.” Directors can be 
elected upon the minority- representation 
plan. The officers elected shall take and 
subscribe to an oath of fealty to the associa- 
tion, Whenevér the Auditor of State, who, 
by virtue of the act, holds a position analogous 
to the Controller of the Currency, be- 
comes satisfied that the authorized capital 
has been fully paid in, then he shall furnish 
the association with ‘a certificate giving it 
permission to commence business. All share- 
holders assume the double liability, and a 
certified list of the stockholders must at all 
times be on tile in the office of the County 
Recorder. The Auditor must call for at least 
quarterly statements, to be made in the same 
manner as required by the National Banking 
law. The quarterly a. must be pub- 
lished at the expense of the bank. A failure 
to make such statement subjects the associa- 
tion to a fine of $100 for each day’s delay. 
The Auditor shail cause examinations to be 
made at least once in each year or oftener if 
he shonld deem it necessary. The associa- 
tions may own and carry as assets 
the real estate necessary in which 
to transact its business, and such 
other real estate which it may obtain in the 
collection of debts aue it, but such latter real 
estate shall not be carried for a period of five 
years. No one person, firm, or corporation 
shall become indébted to the bank for more 
than one-tenth of its capital actually paid in. 
In towns not exceeding 5,000 people, banks 
organized under the act shail have a Capital 
of not less than $25,000; in towns not exceed- 
ing 10,000 in population, the capital stock 
shali not be less than $50,000. Should the 
capital become impaired, the shareholders 
must either make it good by an assessment 
or by a reduction of capital stock, and if the 
impairmeut should continue for thirty days 
after notice by the Auditor, it becomes his 
duty to either enter suit against each stock- 
nolder for his proportion of the impairment, 
or file a bill for the appointment of a receiver 
to wind up the affairs of the yank. 

The twelfth section makés provision where- 
by any bank already existing by virtue of 
any general or special law of the State, or 
any bank organized under the provisions of 
this act, should the people accept it, can 
change its name, place of business, increase 
or decrease its capital stock, and consolidate 
with any other bank which may hereafter 
exist. All banks now erxistin virtue of 
any special or general law of this State snail 
be subject to the provisions and require- 
ments of this act in every particular, as if 
organized under this act.“ Ihe fourteenth 
section legalizes all changes of name or place 
of business by banks existing by virtue of 
any general or special law of this State made 
under the provisions of the act of 
March 26, 1872. Any bank organized 
under the State law may wind 
up its affairs by depositing with 
the Auditor an amount of money equal to the 
amount of the debts and demands against it. 
The last section gives the form of the ques- 
tion to the people, For the General Bank- 
ing law ” or Against the General Banking 

aw.’ 


It will be seen on comparison that the pro- 
posed general banking law resembles in 
many respects the National Currency act, 
but is Without its numerous penal provisions. 
Possibly its framers thought that the crim- 
inal code of IIlinols contains all that is neces- 
sary to inflict the requisit punishment upon 
embezzling clerks, cashiers, directors, or 
presidents. It differs from the National Cur- 
rency act. in two important particulars. It 
gives the banks organized under it permission 
to accept and execute trusts,“ but fails to 
indicate how this line of business shall be 
conducted. It does not give the bank the 
power to give bonds as a trustee, nor does it 
empower its officers to perform any function 
other than those of conducting a general 
banking business. Possibly a savings de- 
partment might be regarded asa “ gem; 8 
and this construction would allow it to do 
such business without incurring the restric- 
ton as to investments imposed by the gen- 
eral law for the organization of savings 
societies, which was not approved by the 
Governor, though it remained in his hands 
for the constituuonal period of ten days. The 
other difference from the National Currency 
act is the absence of any provision with ret. 
enee to the amount of reserve the bank 
should always carry. The reserve provision 
in the National Currency act is one of its 
best features. Under the old form of the 
law the bank managers could always manip- 
ulate the quarterly statements so as to show 
even better than the requirements of the 
act; but when the Controlier was empowered 
to call for a statement of affairs on any past 
day in the quarterly period the managers be- 
came conservative, and the “good old 
times when $100,000 in currency could fig- 
ure intwo quarterly statements in one day 
disappeared forever. The absence of this im- 
portant factor in a great measure deprived the 
Auditor of the supervisory power enjoyed by 
the Controller of the Currency. The latter 
can officially admonish the offending National 
bank should it permit its reserve fund to go 
below the legal minimum, while the Auditor 
might be told to mind his business if he of- 
fered any suggestions. 

A reporter for TR TRIBUNE called upon a 
number of leading bankers yesterday with a 
view of obtaining their opinions on the State 
Banking law. 6 was somewhat astonished 
to learn that but few of the money kings had 
any knowledge of the proposed law, though, 
strange enough, they had ail heard of the 
law for the organization of savings societies. 

Vice-President Gage of the First National, 
on being requested to declare himself, 
said he knew of no reason why the 
law should not be adopted. the 
Government will adopt some scheme for re- 
funding the 4 per cent loan which matures in 
1907, more National banks will be organized 
and capitalists will not avail themselves of 
the State law.“

% Not at all. It may be a od thing to 
have such a law on the books. Even now it 
would enable many small towns in the in- 
terior of the State to enjoy other facilities for 
doing business than those furnished by pri- 
vate individuals.

But its provisions should be 
strictly enforced, and the restrictions in re- 
gard to management shouid be as onerous as

At the present price of bonds—125 or 126— 
the National banks can get no profit out of 
their circulation. To start a bank with a 
capital of $100,000 and get $90,000 in circulation 
calls for an investment of $126,000. The 
bank must keep up its reserve. This earns 
nothing. So after an investment of . $125,000, 
$100,000 of which brings in 4 per cant, he only 
has $67,500 with which to discount commer- 
cial paper. The bonds realize an interest of 
$4,000. The circulation, it in constant use at 
6 per cent, will realize $4,050—or $8,050 in all. 
From this deduct 1 per cent tax on circula- 
tion-—-$900—and the banker nets $7,150. Had 
he constantly employed the capital invested 
—$125,000—at 6 per cent he would have real- 
ized $7,500, or more than accruing from 
the same sum invested in a National bank.

Then 
they should be ailowed a circulation equiva- 
lent to the par of the bond. The tax on cir- 
culation should be reduced to a nominal sum

been in operation for nearly twenty-five 
years, and I do not believe the people want it 
abolished.

resident Sturges of the Northwestern 
National Bank on being called upon for his 
views on the question produced a copy of the 
statutes and examined the sections seriatim. 
Hoe did not look fayorably on the wide field 
of power granted. He did not believe it was 
the function of a bank to ioan Money on real 
estate. This practice had been in vogue to 
some extent in 1873, and when Jay. Cooke’s 
failure precipitated the memorable panic of 
that year it caught several Chicago banks 
loaded down with real-estate paper, and 
some of them were swamped by it. 
The acceptance and execution of trusts 
he also regarded as not being within 
the legitimate scope of a general banking 
business. The act placed no limitations on 
such powers, and he did not take any stock 
in them anyhow: Both features had a tend- 
ency towards land ‘speculations, and this 
was a line of business which no general 
bank, holding its deposits subject to sight 
araft, should undertake. He was a firm 
believer in the efficacy of published sworn 
statements, and official examination at least 
once a year or oftener if the published state- 
ments justified them. The section permit- 
ting the carrying for five years of real estate 
received in payment of loans he was op- 
posed to, as it opened the door to real-estate 
speculation. It wus, of course, perfectly 
proper for a bank to take real prop- 
erty in satisfaction of a debt, but 
1t was equally the duty of the 
bank to get rid of it as soon as possible, pro- 
vided no loss were sustained in doing so, and 
in his judement a small loss had better be 
sustained than keep the money value tied up. 
The sections relating to banking institutions 
heretofore created by general or special laws 
in violation of the Constitution of 1548 he 
regarded as simply curative, a mild form of 
ex post facto legislation. The absence of any 
provision fora stated reserve to te” con- 
stantly carried he looked upon as a serious 
defect. While he was not opposed to the law 
because of his objections to the wide 
scope of power, given to tne banks, 
he would oppose it because of the absence of 
any provision for the reserve fund. This 
should always bear a fixed ratio to the 
liabilities. It was one of the - prominent 
features of the National Banking act, and it 
had been productive of an incalculaple benefit 
not only to the public but to the National 
banks as well. In his opinion any bank 
with B per cent of cash on hand and the re- 
mainder of the assets in first-class collaterals 
could stand any sortof a panic. Undersuch 
circumstances be would not be afraid to face 
any depression that might occur. The peo- 
ple should vote against the act, because no 
reserve is provided for. 

President Clarke of the Hibernian Banking 
Association had not read the bill carefully 
but did not believe that the adoption would 
result in any harm. Only a few banks organ- 
ized under the law would engage in the 
handling of trusts,and only in the larger cities 
of the State. The only defect he saw in the 
law was the absence of the provision in re- 
lation to the reserve. This, however, was 
not a fatal objection, but the law would be 
much more efficient with such a provision. 
To some localities the law would prove a 
benefit, as it would afford them banking fa- 
cilities not now enjoyed, 

Vice-President Doane of the Merchants’ 
Loan & Trust Company had not read the law 
and knew nothing of its provisions. Before 
expressing an opinion he would prefer mak- 
ing an examination of the bill. On being in- 
formed by the reporter of the general scope 
of the law he contented himself with sayin 
that the committee of the Legislature whic 
had it in charge should not have omittea the 
provision in relation to the reserve,

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THE PAMOUS “FAMILISTERE” 
ED BY M. GODIN. 


A Great Co-operative Factory with Hun- 
dreds of Families Living Under a Single 
Roof—The, Deceased Founder Believed 
in Easy Hours of Labor—How He Di- 
vided the Hours, Giving Plenty of Time 
for Rest—The Aged, S ck, and Crippled 
Pensioned and Insured. 

Paris, Jan. 21.—[Special Correspondence. } 
—The late M. Godin and.his works are better 
known out of France than in it. The aver- 
age Parisian knows nothing of them. But I 
have often known American visitors to in- 
quire the way to Guise almost as soon as 
they got here, as though to visit that wonder- 
ful establishment had been their chief aim in 
crossing the Atlantic. I have seen in En- 
glish and American magazines and newspa- 
pers many elaborate accounts of mne Fami- 
istere,’’ but never anything of the sort in a 
French publication. Indeed, M. Godin was a 
notable exampie of a prophet honored great- 
ly inevery country except his own. But it was 
his country’s loss, not his own. 

It was a curious bit of poetic justice that 
planted M. Godin at Guise. For that place 
was once the seat of the all- powerful Dukes 
of Guise, the. most arbitrary and oppressive 
tyrants of the age. of absolutism. And M. 
Godin there established the most advanced 
stronghold of democracy and radicalism in 
all Europe, with a statue of the revolutionist 
Camille Desmoulins for its central shrine and 
rallying point. M. Godin was born at Guise, 
nearly seventy years ago He came of an ob- 
scure family, and was apprenticed to a stove- 
maker. In tame he became a journcyman 
whitesmith. In those days all stove and 
cooking ranges were mate of sheet-iron. But 
M. Godin took into his head the idea that they 
would be better if made of cast-iron. So he 
set up a little shop of his own, and with three 
workmen to assist him began making cast- 
iron stoves and ranges. The invention was 
of course immediately a great success. In 
ten years’ time, While still a young man, M. 
Godin found himself the master of several 
hundred workmen and the possessor of a vast 
fortune, 

From his boyhood M. Godin had been a 
student and follower of the social ideas of 
Fourier and Pere Enfantin. Now, having 
reached a position of power and independ- 
ence, he determined to put those theories 
into practice His plan was to make one 
great family of all his work-people, with 
common mutual interests in the general wol- 
fare. He accordingly erected a large build- 
ing, to which additions have since from time 
to time been made uutil it now has a trontage 
of nearly 600 feet. This ne divided into 
suites of rooms for his workmen and their 
families. He called it the Palais Social.” 
But it is more commonly known as the 
„ Familistere.“ At first the workmen did 
not like the idea. They thought it would di- 
minish their independence to live in such an 
institution. But M. Godin soon persuaded 
them that the system would make them 
really more independent, beside enabling 
them to hve far more cheaply and therefore 
save far more money. 

In addition to the main bullding various 
wings and additional buildings have been 
erected, until now more than four hundred 
families are lodged in the Palais Social.” 
Were these in ordinary city tenements they 
would ne occupy a street more than a 
mile long. The butldingsare all of brick 
and are practical y fireproof, and constructed 
with every possible device for the comfort 
and sanitation of the occupants. The build- 
ings are four stories high, and each story has 
a clear hight of ten feet. There is an abund- 
ant supply of water in every room. There is 
alsO a lurge courtyard attached to each 
building, paved with cement and roofed 
with glass, serving as a 8 for 
the children in bad weather. e doors of 
the buildings are never fastened and there 
are no Watchmen nor special rules, so that 
all the occupatits are as free to come and 155 
and do as they bleuse, ds though each fami 
lived in a cottage of its own. Each family 
may rent as many rooms as it pleases, and its 
apartments are entirely separate from those 
of its neighbors, geet, of course, that 
they open upon a gene pubhc hailway. 
Indeed, the system is very much like that 
of one of the huge apartment-houses 
which have become so common in 
American cities. The cost of the 
buildings has been about $200 for each in- 
mate, and the rent charged averages about 
$1 per month for each room. I may add that 
M. Godin himself had always occupied a set 
of rooms in the “Palais Social,” differing 
from those of his workmen in no respect save 
the furniture, ete., he put into them. 

Connected with the establishment there 
are also freé schools, which are of a higher 
grade than the public schools of France, free 
libraries and reading rooms; a well-equipped 
theatre. the prices of admission to which 
range from 5 cents to 40 cents; gardens and 
parks; “cooperative stores, at which 
everything can be purchased at the lowest 
possible prices and then pay an annual divi- 
dend of profit to the purchasers; a café, a 
nursery, and numerous minor institutions. 
There are also two flourishing choral 
societies whose Occasional musical festivals 
are events of real artistic interest. The 
nursery is the most valuable of all these ad- 
juncts to the Palais Social.” It is a large, 
cheery building in charge of a corps of 
nursés, where mothers may leave their 
children for the day while they are at work. 
For there is much employment for the 
women, in the stores, the laundry, and the 
stocking-factory. There are cradles for the 
very young babies, and eo and 
kindergarten for the older. ven here M. 
Godin's inventive skill came into play, in de- 
vising new kinds of cradles, etc., for the 
babies, by which the comfort and welfare of 
the little ones is insured while the labors of 
the nurses in attendance are reduced to the 
minimum. 

Such is the place where the people live. 
Near by is their workshop. The manufacto- 
riés cover nearly four acres of ground, and, 
as much of the building is several stories 
high, there must be in all at least fifteen 
acres of-floor room. There are five miles of 
tramway connecting the various portions of 
the works, and fully 1,200 are constantly em- 
ployed. The bulk of the business done is the 
manufacture of stoves, ranges, furnaces, 
grates and their settings, coal-scuttles, and 
other domestic utensils of cast-iton. Itis 
said the finest casting in the world is done 
there. Perhaps so. I have never seen any 
finer. The magnitude of the business may 
be reckoned from the fact that there are 
usually on hand, in stock, from 30,000 to 40, 
000 8 and cook ranges ready for ship- 
men 

M. Godin believed in easy hours of labor. 
According to his theory, a man ought not to 
work more than three or four hours ata 
stretch. So he had them all go to work at 6 
in the morning and keep at it till 9. Then 
there was an hour’s inter mission for rest and 
recuperation. From 10 to half-past 1 they 
worked again, and then res for an hour 
and a half. Another stretch from 8 to half 
past 6 finished the day’s work. In all, there- 


fcre, ten hours’ work was done. But by be- 


ing broken up into three sections it fatigued 
the men less than éight hours’ continued toil 
would have done. ou will understand how 
low wages are in France when I say that 
the average pay of these workmen has not 
been much above $ a week each, and 
yet they are better paid than the hands’ in 
most other French factories. However, their 
Wages do not represent all their income. 
From the outset Godin established the 
principle of giving each workman a share in 
the profits of capital proportionate to his 
share in the work of producing those profits. 
The capital of the establishment is „000. 
The annual dividend of profit to the work- 
men averages about 8 per cent on this, or 
$72,000. This pays about $100 a year each to 
the workmen who live in the Palais So- 
cial,’ for of the 1,200 hands employed some 
500 are mere outsiders, who live in the VII- 
lage of Guise and come to the shops merel 
for their wages, like workmen in any ord 
nary factory. 

For the aged and crippled there are vari- 
ous pension and insurance funds. There is a 
pharmacy fund. by which the sick can pro- 
cure néeded medicines without cost. There 
is no hospital connected with the establish- 
mént, however. M. Godin heid that it was 
best for the sick to be attended to in their 
own homes. Neither is there any chapel on 
the premises, nor any religious instruction 
ea in the schools. M. Godin did not be- 
ie vo in religion and did his best to discour- 
age the religious sentiment among his people, 
aithough, of course, he did not positivély for- 
bid it. nor in any way gery to coerce the 
people to his own way of thinking. As a 
rule, however, the inhabitants of the Palais

There were two taverns, — 
liquor grocery,” as saloons were called at 
that time, and one small — 

In June, 1843, my brother, Joseph B. Field, 
closed up his time as an apprentice at the 
carpenter trade with Azel Peck and pre- 
pared to settle im life. He hadanen 
ment to marry an adopted daughter ot ll- 
iam H. Brown, which was fuiltilled the fol- 
lowing November. I was younger and had 
made arrangements to live with my brother. 
Mr. Brown gave the intended wife a lot and 
my brother soon after purchased another on 
the southwest corner, at the g of Hal- 
sted and Madison streets. 6 went out 
there, and, putting up & shanty, kept 
* un' all summer while we were 
building a house. We on the 
open prairie, where there was not a 
ditch or afurrow. To the north, between 
Washington and Randolph streets, was a 
small frame house. Down on Monroe street, 
east of us, there were a few scattered dwell- 
ings and one or twoon Desplaines street. 
Charles Cleaver's soap f was on Jeffer- 
son street, between us aud town. West of 
us there was no house forten miles. To 
those readers who sre not acquainted with 
the city I would say that this iocality is 
now in the heart of the city. “he 
lots in 1848 were vained. at $60 
My nephew sold the dare lots 
in 1866 for about $40,000. 
the house we built brother, Joseph B. 
Field, began keeping house in November, 
1843; my brother, John A., in 1849, and in the 
old cow house, refitted, my nephew, William 
Brown Field, in 1867. My brother’s cow house 
stood inthe rearof the corner lot, fronting 
on Madison street. I kept a horse a week in 
the cow barn there in 18 I wish every cit- 
izen in the vicinity of this locabty would 
read this statement and then go to the cross- 
ing of Halsted and Madison streets and look 
around him. Probably any dey at any hour 
there are a thousand people passing within a 
stone’s throw of that ancient and honorable 
corner. In all that summer of 1843 1 do not 
remember seeing a single human being out 
our way. We were too far out of town! 

In 1844 my home was bie | George F. Fos- 
ter, who lived on the North Side, at the north- 
east corner of Clark and Kimme streets. The 
house was a fine frame for that day. There 
was a well in the lot, and the stumps of the 
forest trees were so plenty it was difficnlt 
making a garden. On the west side of Clark 
street there were buildings as far as Illinois 
street. On the east side, north of Mr. 
ter’s, there was a tine house around the cor- 
ner (S. H. Gilbert’s) on Illinois street. Be- 
yond the houses named there was no building 
on Clark street. It was all country up 
to the cemetery, now Lincoln Park. 

Some time in October, 1848, when my 
brother and I were living over on Halsted 
street, we went over on the North Side to do 
some repairing in the house of W. 
Dale. I remember distinctly wandering one 
day along Rush street up the shore toward 
where the Water-Works now are. It was 
then nothing but wooded sand hills. There 
were sand burs and trailing junipers. There 
was a small satid grape growing in those 
days along those hills, and at thé time of 
which Lam speaking 1 gathered all the wild 
grapes I wished to eat. It was so far out of 
town even the adventurous’ boy had never 
ventured so far. 

In 1842 1 lived on the West Side and made 
note of the following facts: Tue only busi- 
ness of any kind dver thére was Asahel 
Pierce’s blacksmith and plow shop, Azel 
Peck’s carpenter shop, J. M. Underwood's 
lumber yard, the United States Hotel, and 
John Gage’s flour-mill. The latter stood a 
half-mile up the South Branch. There was 
no store or grocery of any sort, and the only 
thing that could be purchased in the tine at 
any place was to be had at the bar of the 
United States Hotel. Ihave no doubt you 
could have secured the best of liquors there, 
as in those days for a hotel to be with- 
out a “bar” would have been a@ won- 
der. in 1836 there had 
been stores and groceries on the West 
Side, but in 1843 these had all vanished. I am 
not so sure about the North Side, but as near 
as I can remember in 1844 Mr. Sweet’s family 
grocery was ubout the ry piace of trade of 
any sort. There was one lone church in 1843, 
one grocery, not a hotel, perhaps a few 
liquor holes, Lill’s brewery, a siaughter- 
house—and this was tne sole business then 
of the North Side. The South Side had won, 
and the North and West Sidés were deserted 
by business. 

In 1886 a splendid hotel had been built on 
Rush street on the North Side, called the Lake 
House. From its north co Datiiel Web- 
ster made a speech in 1837. This house failed 
to draw; it was too stylish and too far away 
from the rising centre. In 1848 I found it 
peopled with washerwomen—a huge tene- 
ment house. But in 1845 some one undertook 
to do a fine thing, and refltting the Lake 
House made it a boarding-place of down- 
town business-men. Gay omnibuses con- 
veyed the occupants of rooms down into 
town to business and back again to meals, 
but it would not work. It was too idle and 
dawdling a sort of life for the driving men 
of that day to follow. There were not enough 
ed of the sort needed in the whole city to 

eep up one stylish house, and the thing col- 
lapsed again and went back to the tenantry.

Who Could Not Dance to Suit the Girls 
at Billy McGlory’s.

The only points of difference which I ob- 
served were these: The woman suffrage 
champions whom I met in England were la- 
dies, charming in manner and fair to look 
upon: and, strange as it may séem, ladies 
who took considerable interest in gentlemen 
and their society. Here, you may have ob- 
served, they are not always charming, are 
scidom comely, and, as a rule, abhor the so- 
ciety of men, except such as openly espouse 
their theories.“ : 


Speaking of peculiarity in manner, every- 
body has heard of Dr. William Hammond. 
The description ot his image of Buddha, 
which stands in the spacious hallway of his 
beautiful residence on West Fifty-fourth 
street, has been spread far and wide. He is 
a believer in the religion of Buddha. His 
frequent appearance before the public in his 
special line as an authority upon all cases in 
Which the brain is a prominent feature has 
served not less to win for him fame.

most impressive. Seated in his high- backed 
chair of carved walnut he bears at times a 
striking and almost awful resemblance to 
the m figure that has for many years 
silently stared from its pedestal in the cor- 
ridor.

Immediately behind the 
desk stands a high screen, which adds to the 
wizardlike appearance of the room. The 
patient sits at one corner of the desk, facing 
the doctor. Only the corner of the desk is 
between him and his adviser. Among all the 
things in the room and scattered over the desk 
that which at once rivets the attention of the 
visitor, and which his eye cannot, however 
much it will, escape, is a small glass weight 
resting upon three carefully-arranged bank- 
e lower note rests in a diagonal 
sition, the one above it crosses it diagonally, 
and resting upon this, too, in such a manner 
as to hide their denominations, is a crisp 
new twenty-dollar note, It stares at one 
with an awful threat.

They literally dono other work 
than dance. For the rest of their living they 
depend on the women and on betting. 

Constant partnership with them educates 

the women of these resorts to a proficiency 
as high as their own, so that in these places 
—the last ones in which one would look for a 
graceful accomplishment—there is a greater 
charm of rhythm to the waltz movement 
than is seen in an assembly of the Junior 
Patriarchs or the F. C. D. C.’s in Delmon- 
ico’s. These same men and women are em- 
ployed at most of the great masquerade balls 
of the winter in the Academy and the Opera- 
House, sometimes to dance in costume and 
sometimes in evening dress. They attract 
all eyés, and never fail to win admiration if 
not applause for their finished performances. 
Now and then a country beau, who prides 
himself on his dancing, asks for an introduc- 
tion to a girl whose charming movements he 
has admured, and ten to one he is — 
by hearing her respond to his compliments 
with: “-a-y, shorty, gimme a little less 
taffy if yer want ter dance; climb in and 
show us what yer can do.” If he proves 
awkward he 1s summarily dismissed.

The Knife Skillfally Wielded by One of Their 
Own Sex—The Purely Literary Girl and 
the Intellectual Girl—The One a Spon- 
taneous Growth, the Other the Outcome 
of Training, Dwelling in a World Apart 
Peopled with Ologies and Isms. 

The purely and distinctively literary girl, 
rara avis she was some years ago, is yet 
enough of ararity to be considered unique, 
writes Dorothy Doolittle in the Milwaukee 
Wisconsin. She loves her vocation well, 
treading the thorny paths of literature with 
devotion, and as her worthiness so is her 


success. Sheis very apt to be selfish—the 
outgrowth of her intense enthusiasm; opin- 
ionated and arrogant—the fault of her years. 
Her nature is earnest and concentrated, her 
abilities individual. She has but one idea, 
one aspiration, one tool, and recognizes but 
one end to her life—fame. She is a hard and 
conscientious worker; quick-witted—instant- 
ly recognizing and accepting anything that 
will tend to advance her, measuring all 
things by the standard of her intense 
egotism; adaptive—in that she fits the most 
perplexing jumble of events into a perfect 
mosaic of self-satisfied achievements; quick- 
sighted—in that she sees a poem in a child’s 
face and stories without number in her daily 
passings to and fro. She is usually versed 
in the classics of the language, though the 
healthy young sapling of her mind rather 
disdains the idea of their aid, deeming them 
more of a support for the vine of taste than a 
model for her genius. For that is one of the 
most deeply-rooted convictions of her nature 
—that she is the possessor of a genius that 
only needs time to be known and recog- 
nized. This is her solace when publishers 
and editors are “unkind,” when her most 
cherished productions are heartlesly de- 
clined. There is no affectation of learning 


about her; if dogmatic, she is, at least, sin- 
cere; brimful of energy and ambition and if 
inclined to set a higher value upon her work 
than its intrinsic merits perhaps warrant, 
she only displays the love we bear to our 
own. 

Thoroughly feminine in her tastes, scrupu- 
lously careful and attentive in the minor de- 
tails of dre BRODYANE, openings, etc., are as 
attractive to her as toher sisters. The latest 
thing in bangs and bonnets ornaments her 
head, while a bustle of the largest completes 
her tout ensemble. No, not completes, but 
makes a salient point. Her tailor gowns are 
correct in style and her evening dresses ex- 
hibit as many charms as those of her sis- 
ters who do not handle a pen. That is a 
picture of what she is now It is 
my opinion, based upon observation, 
that the literary girl is better alone— 
free from the cares of mavernity—if she de- 
sires the fullest completion of her work. 
Her work is all in all to her now, but it may 
be that she will meet some one whose claims 
she thinks paramount and she marries. If 
that happens, her work suffers. for the very 
concentration and earnestness of her nature 
permit but one hero. She may be happy 
in her married life, but some day the love of 
her former chosen work will fight for recog- 
nition, and how can she write with baby 
fingers tightly clasping her own, when totter- 
ing footsteps are to be putes. and lis ing 
tongues taught their A, B. C’s? It takes bot 
hands and a full heart. While I hold the be- 
lief that itis a woman’s greatest joy to bea 
homemaker in the truest sense of the word, 
I repeat, the literary girl is best single if she 
desires the fullest completion of her work. 
She may be happier—and I do not grudge her 
her happinoss—but she ceases to be distinctly 
literary. 

The intellectual girl is a sort of relation to 
the literary girl without half her sincerity or 
charm. The iiterary girl is a spontaneous 
growth—one of nature’s wild flowers—while 
the intellect — is the outcome of train- 
ing. She reminds one always when I meet 
her of a plant I once saw. (I won't inflictits 
name upon you). It was spindling and awk- 
wark looking, with small, insignificant, dried 
up leaves, but the flower! That wasa large 
ball of crimson fire, with yellow tongues of 
fiame darting from it, and the whole exquisit 
loveliness of that flower crowned the end of 
a section of clothes-prop, so it seemed to me. 
That flower was the result of culture and so 
is the intellectual girl. Her mind is 
trained and nourished at the expense of 
other things equaliy as valuable, and, must I 
confess it? more beautiful to the average 

rson. Serene in the consciousness of 

nowledge, impregnably intrenched behind 
her indifference to ridicule, she exults in her 
superiority. She rigidly eschews bangs, 
frizzes, and all the minor beautifying details 
and accessories of feminine attire, and is 
accustomed to speak of shopping as a ridicu- 
lous waste of time. Learned in books, she is 
unlearned in all attractive girlish arts and 
afiects an Arcadian simplicity of dress that, 
like all affectation, is sickening. Her studies 
seldom 1 to anything definit; she 
never leaves her mark upon the htera- 
ture of the age, nor will she; she is 
content to learn for learning’s sake, 
dwelling in a world apart peopled with ol- 
— and isms. She makes it a point to 
ore Thackeray, as some one has told her 
the reason so few women liked Thackeray 
Was because he showed — their petty van- 
ities and foibles so truthfully and merci- 
lesly. Intending to prove the force of her 
intellect, the strength of her unbiased judg- 
ment, and her great superiority to the rest of 
weak womankind, she exalts him above all 
other novelists. Dickens she thinks too pop- 
ular and too reportorial in his style, admires 
Ruskin without understanding him (though 
she thinks she does), and reads Zola for his 
realism solely. (There is as much consisten- 
cy in reading Zola for his realism as in read- 
ing the Police Gazette for the news. Yet she 
would be very indignant were I to suggest 
that she read the Gazelle as a news- 
paper). A professed lover of Brown- 
ing and a member of one of the 
select societies bearing his name, she knows 
as little of his meaning as those who frankly 
express their ignorance, though she would 
rather die than say so. Browning isn’t clear 
about his meaning himself, and how is any 
one else to understand him? She seldom ex- 
presses any ideas of her own, they might 
clash with those of her favorit anthors; all 
her studying has not taught her that one 
crude, original opinion is worth more, in its 
educating power, than the most indefatiga- 
ble 2 of the opinions of others. 
She can discourse glibly of what this one 
thinks or what that one says, but never a word 
of her own candid opinion and thoughts. Prig- 
gish, unreasonable, as people of one ideas al- 
ways are, insufferable at all times have I 
found her. The distinctively intellectual girl 
isa delusion and a snare—a vampire that 
sucks dry your politeness and induigence. 
Beware of her, for she will bore you to death.

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THE MARVELOUS EVOLUTIONS OF THE 
MILLINER’S ART. 


The Shapes That Are Expected to Be Popu- 
lar During the Coming Season—Giit and 
Fancy Metal Effects Combined—A Tend- 
ency tothe Poke Effect—Little Bonnets 
Gradually Becoming Larger—Change in 
Colors—Plumes Largely Used. : 

New York Tribune: There are no startling 
changes shown in the first importations of 
millinery goods. The introduction of shaded, 
or ombre, effects in straws, trimming ma- 
terials, feathers, and ribbons is one of the 
noteworthy features of the pew goods. Gilt 
and fancy metal effects, combined in all the 
tints of the color-card of the “ Parisian Syn- 
dicate” of feather and flower makers, are 
shown in embroideries and laces, in clusters 
of fancy flowers, and in all-over embroidered 
goods intended for soft crowns and puffs of 
garniture. These fancy effects will be popu- 
lar at the beginning of the season while nov- 
elties are in demand for little Easter bonnets 
and early spring wear Later in the season 
importers believe that plain velvets, heavy- 
ribbed silks of rich, lustrous quality, and rib- 
bons of fine gros grain will succeed the 
shaded goods. Long. slender sprays of flow- 
ers, large tips of half plumes, as suits the 
purpose of the milliner, with touches of the 
Venetian metal-work embroidery above de- 
scribed, will probably be the trimming used 
by the exclusive trade. 

Ali shapes are rather larger than last sea- 
son. The tendency of nearly all hats is to 
the poke effect, though there are turbans and 
hats with English beef-eater crowns which 
have flaring or rolled brims. The crowns 
sent over from Pamsian manufacturers are 
extremely low; a number of the round 
crowns which have never found favor in 
this country are shown. It is probable that 


the most popular hats will have a medium 


square crown, a compromise between the 
extremely high crown ot a few seasons past 
and the low, flat crown now exhibited, 
though the latter will no doubt be popular 
during the beginning of the season with 
lovers of novelty. The “La Tosca,” a shape 
copied from the hat worn by Sarah Bern- 
hardt in the last drama written for her by 
Sardou, promises to be a popular shape, and 
is an excellent illustration of some of the 
leading points in many of the new hats. The 
crown is low and square, sloping toward the 
front; the brim is nearly six inches .wide in 
front, and becomes gradually narrower till 
it is but two inches in width at the back. 
This hat is taced with dark velvet, worn di- 
rectly over the forehead, and the trimming 
is massed in a high cluster at the back. 

English walking hats in the old-fashioned 
familiar shape; hats with low crowns, either 

uare or round, and wide brims with a high 
side roll; cadet hats with a sloping crown 
and straight wide brim in front, which be- 
comes ‘a mere inch edge at the back, are 
shown in fine Milan and other straws. 

Little bonnets are gradually becoming 
larger, and with this exception they differ 
littie from the shapes worn in feit this win- 
ter. Frames for dress bonnets are in decided 

ke shape, not unlike the poke introduced 

ate last fa — which projected directly over 

the forehead. All straw bonnets and frames 
are notched or curved up at the back to allow 
for the close Psyche knot, which is now worn 
with bonnet, and will probably be popu- 
lar this summer on ordinary occasions. 
The immense number of frames imported in- 
dicates that a season is anticipated of made 
bonnets” of soft silk illusions, embroidered 
gauzes, crapes, and other materials. An ex- 
tremely narrow space left for the soft crown 
shows that the crown of poke bonnets of lace 
will be small in almost comical effect which 
may be softened by the trimming of the 
miiliner. It is impossible to tell how the new 
shapes will be trimmed. It seems to be al- 
most ceatain that brims will be faced with 
velvet; that hat brims will be generally 
caught up at the: back against the crown 
and that the back of the hat will in most 
cases be the objective point of trimming. 

While there is no striking change in col- 
ors, Parisian dyers, with a shrewd eye to 
trade, have managed to alter the tone of all 
the old colors which they use in new goods, 
so that they will not match the left-over 
stock of last season. “I have plumes in 
more than forty shades.“ said a prominent 
importer, “and not one of them matches or 
harmonizes with the new colors; yet I do not 
notice the difference until I put tne old color 
on the new.“ The most desirable colors in 
straw are greens in dark cedar shades, yel- 
lowish reseda tints. and emerald colors, 
beige, pure grays, brown, and biack. A large 
number of right red straws have 
been imported. Navy biue straws are 
passé. Dull shades of terra-cotta, Siam, 
and Congo are shown in straw, and 
are considered very desirable. The tend- 
ency of the season is to harmony in color 
rather than in violent contrast. Strong col- 
ors will be avoided; brilliancy of effect will 
be obtained by free use of gold in embroid- 
ery or Venetian embroidered in colored metal 
as brilliant in tone as Venetian glasses. 
Créme and wheat colors are shown in a va- 
riety of tints running into a golden brown. 
“ Paradise’ is a radiant shade‘of yellow, so- 
called from the yellow tint in the bird-of-par- 
adise plumage. This is a new color, and will 
be an excellent one to brighten dark shades 
and bring out the purity of tone—a foil for 
other colors. It is also dull enough to be as 
becoming, worn next the skin, as yellow 
luce, softening the flesh tints. The intense 

ellows are straw, maize, and beaten gold. 

che fiery red shades are Bengal, tna, 
Equinoxe. Nubian is a brilliant copper color. 
Antique gold is a dull golden color, without 
any of the greenish tint of old goid. Tittuel, 
the paie yellow green of the hnden tree, will 
be a popular tint in plumes and flowers. Half 
plumes are shown both in a light shade, 
shaded toa dark color, and in a dark shade 
tipped with a lighter tint. Thus there are 
plumes shaded from dark cedar green to light 
tittuel, from dark terra-cotta to paler Congo, 
from dark blue ocean green to the pale 
bluish tint known as Nile green or to manu- 
facturers as gulf green. Dark castor gray 
plumes are shaded to a lighter tint, and pale 
Suéde-colored plumes are tipped with golden 
brown. 

Plumes about fourteen inches in length, 
which are known to manufacturers as aemi- 
plumes,” will be extensively used during the 
coming season. They are imported in plain 
and shaded colors for the purpose, it is said, 
of massing them in triple clusters on the hat, 
though it is impossible to tell exactly how 
they will be used, as no trimmed pattern hats 
and bonnets have yet arriwed. Large tips, 
almost as large as demi-plumes, are also 
shown. it seems certain that the trim- 
ming on all bonnets and low-crowned hats 
will be hign. Long sprays of natural flow- 
ers, almost long and siender enough for 
wreaths; roses with buds, thorned stems ana 
leaves which seem as natural as if they were 
plucked from the garden; sprays of ragged 
blue sailors and dandelions, feld daisies, 
buttercups, and other simple wild flowers 
are shown for trimming. There are still 
some clusters of velvet flowers mingled with 
sprays of heather grasses and slender curl- 
ing leaves in -different tints of metal, or 
frosted with metal in iridescent colors. 
Breasts of white marabout, mounted with 
tiny humming-birds, are again shown for 
trimming.

LADIES’ LAW IN LEAP YEAR. 


Privileges of the Gentler Sex—The Bac 
elor’s Penalties. — 

Troy Times: It is probable that many of the 
fair and at least an equal number of the un- 
fair sex have scarcely bestowed a thought 
upon the fact that 1888 is leap year, in which 
the ladies’ law, as it is called, may prevail. 

In three years out of every four man has 
the privilege of ‘‘ popping the question,” and 
the annoyance of sometimes having a plain- 
spoken No“ for the reply.

There is a reservation, however, that the 


right to claim this penalty depends on the 
circumstance that when she proposed the 
damsel was the wearer of a scarlet petticoat, 
which (or a little of the lower portion of 
which) she must exhibit to the gentleman, 
the understood idea that the silken 
dress shall cover the petticoat, and thus as- 
suage dire feminine indignation at the rejec- 
tion of her offered hand. 

If any of the readers of the Times catch a 
glimpse in 1888—say in a high wind, or when 
a carriage or car is entered, or a muddy 
street crossed—of the slightest bit of scarlet 
in a lady’s most comfortable and usually un- 
exhibited garment, they may imagine that 
she has quitted the house with the dire in- 
tent of asking somebody to marry her or of 
getting the silk dress mentioned. 

It is said that in a work entitled ** Court- 
ship, Love, and Matrimony,“ published in 
1606, ten years before the death of Shaks- 
peare, is this explanation regarding ladies’ 
privileges in leap-year: 

“ Albeit, it is now become a part of the com- 
mon lawe, in regarde to social relations of 
life, that as often as every bissextile year 
doth return, the ladyes have the sole privi- 
lege, during the time it continueth, of mak- 
ing love unto the men, which they do, either 
by wordes or lookes, as to them it seemeth 
— 0 and, moreover; no Man will be enti- 
tied to benefit. of clergy who dothe in any 
wise treate her proposal with slight or con- 
tumely.“ 

This quotation is given by a correspondent 
of Notes and Queries,“ but there are some 
words init which were scarcely in common 
use in Shakspeare’s time. 

Social relations of life“ is a comparative- 
ly modern phrase; and though the word re- 
lations is used once by Shakspeare, so- 
cial” never was. Oddly enough, the word 
“contumely,” though not given in Ays- 
cough’s Concordance,” occurs in “ the proud 
man’s contumely,’’ which is put into one of 
Hamlet’s most thoughtful soliloquies. 

The following isthe statute in the old 
Saxon code referring to leap year: 

‘* Albeit, as often as leape yearre dothee oc- 
cure, the woman holdeth prerogative over 
the menne in matters of courtships, love, 
and matrimonie; so that, when the lady pro- 
poseth it shall not be lawful for the man to 
say her nae, but shall entertain her proposall 
in all gude curtesie.”’ 

A Scotch statute of 1228 reads as follows: 

It is statut and ordaint that during the 
reine of her maist blessit majestie. ilk forth 
year, known as leap year, ilk maiden ladve 
of baith high and low estait shall have liber- 
ty to bespeak ye man she likes; albyit, if he 
refuses to take her to be wif, he shall be 
mulcted in the sum of one pound (£1) or less, 
as his estait mai be, except and awis if he 
can make it appear that he is betrothed to 
one woman, and then he shall be free.“ 

Leap year naturally makes us think of mar- 
ri ; and we hope all the young ladies and 
widows will be bold enough to “pop the 
question,“ and do it without blushing or 
stammering. Now is your opportunity. 


ENIVES AND FORKS WERE SCARCE. 


Some Curious Table Manners of the Good 
Old Days. 

Tillie May Forney, in the last number of 

‘oman, says of the evolution of eating: 

It was late in the fourteenth century when 
the first evidences of art in the shape of sil- 
ver cups were noticeablo on the buffet. The 
dishes were made of pewter or wood, and 
spoons of bone, wood, or silver. Knives were 
rare, and on that account guests invited to 
feasts carried their own knives. Forks came 
in general use still later, and for long years 
after their introduction they were considered 
ridiculous affectation and foppery, and not 
nearly so convenient as one’s own fingers. 


The lord and his lady dipped their fingers in- 
to the same plate and sipped their wine from 
the samecup. Even the queenly Elizabeth, 
with all her elaborate ideas of etiquet, was 
content to carry her food to her mouth with 
her fingers,and at first despised the newly in- 
vented fork as unseemly and awkward. 

Very gradually the dining hall grew in 
comfort and splendor. Dishes of gold and 
silver were made, and so eager were the 
nobles for them that they would sacrifice 
anything to possess them. The salt cellar 
was for a long time the article of highest im- 
portance on the board. It wasa great affair 
and stood directly in the centre of the 
table; it was the dividing line; the nobles 
were seated above the salt, the commoners 
below; hence grew the proverb, Below the 
salt.“ The passing of salt was a ceremoni- 
ous custom, the guest throwing a pinch over 
his left shoulder and murmuring a blessing. 

The salt cellars were of the most curious 
devices. Sometimes they represented huge 
animals, sometimes a great, full-blown flower 
on a long, slender stem, and again they were 
in the shape of a chariot, mounted on four 
wheels, on which they were easily run down 
the table. 

The first glass cups came from Venice dur- 
ing the sixteenth century, and from that 
time on society began to lose many of its 
2 ‘ways, and became, in a sense, more 
refined. 

Henry VIII. was born with luxurious tastes; 
he had his banquet chairs supplied with vel- 
vet cushions, and about this time the parlor 
or “ talking room,“ as it was called, was in- 
troduced; and here the dames took refuge 
when the dinner advanced beyond prudent 
limits, as it invariably did before the finish, 

The cook that presided over the kitchen in 
those days was not the counterpart of our 
nineteenth century Bridget, but he was an ar- 
tist, and generally a man of quality. The 
ladies of the household, even those of 
nob birth, attended to many domestic duties, 
making the bre rving the fruits, 
while to understand the proper use of starch 
was considered a great accomplishment.
